Quebec, Sept. 12. — When the inquiry 
into tho Quebec disaster was resumed 
yesterday, Engineer Hoare, the chief 
engineer, stated that tho original 
specifications called for a span o£ 
1,600 ffipt, which had been later 
changtd to 1,800 feet, and that the 
Phoenix Bridge company had consent- 
ed to the change. 'When asked to pro- 
duce the specifications, Mr. Hoare said 
he had not seen them Cor some three 
years, and that they must have boon 
filed at Ottawa. The change In tho 
length of the main span had been ap- 
proved by the department of railways 
and canals, and the Phoenix Bridge 
company knew of the alteration. 

In tho afternoon Mr, Hoare stated 
that he had not noticed anything ab- 
normal prior to tho collapse. Two wit- 
nesses, Wlckhaza, a foreman, and a 
man named Cuthbert, testified to see- 
ing the bridge fall. The former stat- 
ed that when tho south span started 
to fall ho noticed that tho plates of 
the main pier appeared as if they were 
rolling up. Ho was too far away to 
see very plainly. Cuthbert said he 
first ' saw a flash like smoke on the 
anchor arm. Something cracked, ap- 
parently the chord about the centre of 
tho anchor arm. The anchor arm 
scorned to rise somewhat towards the 
centre. The bridge came down all at 
once) Previous to tho accident ho 
had heard of defects In the bridge, "but 
had never seen any. Other witnesses 
gave similar evidence. 

On the same floor of the Quebec 
courthouse, and In chambers, hardly 30 
"foot apart, Ihu federal commission np- 
pulnted to investigate the causo of the 
Quebec bridge disaster and the coro- 
ner's jury proceeded simultaneously 
this morning with their respective du- 
ties. E. A. Hoare, chief engineer for 
the Quebec Bridge company, again 
look tho stand today before the coin- 
mission. He admitted having made 
the plans for Rho fstructuro, which 
were subsequently approved by Mr. 
Cooper, and the latter shared the re- 
sponsibility with witness for the ap- 
pointment of Inspectors. The Phoe- 
nix Bridge company was primarily re- 
sponsible for the erection, but they 
consulted with Mr. Cooper as a mat- 
ter of precaution on tho general prin- 
ciples and methods accepted. It was 
■not to tho knowledge of witness that 
Mr; Cooper approved or disapproved 
in an effective manner the plans of 
the Phoenix Bridge company, but the 
engineers of tho latter company con- 
sulted him from time to time. Mr. 
McClure was not a relative of tho 
witness, and was appointed an inspec- 
tor on I he recommendation of Mr. 
Cooper. The retaining of tho services 
of an expert engineer in bridge build- 
ing, to be constantly on tho scene of 
construction, had not been discussed, 
but if such a man were requirod it 
would be the duty of witness to rec- 
ommend such appointment. 

Mr. Cooper was kept in constant 
communication with the progress of 
the work, either by letter, telegram or 
special trips to New York by engi- 
neers. 

Mr. Milllken, tho superintendent of 
construction, was the lirst witness 
heard this morning beforo tho coron- 
er's jury, and ho repeated the testi- 
mony he had already given before tho 
federal commission, the chief feature 
of his ovidenco being that the curved 
chord which was called to tho special 
attention of the engineers on tho very 
day of the disaster was placed In po- 
sition in tho superstructure in lnos. 

Mr. McClure, chief inspector for the 
Quebec Bridge company, who testi- 
fied at the inquest during Its previous 
sitting, added today that tho entire 
superstructure was to weigh SOO 
tons, and that the span which col- 
lapsed when complete was to weigh 
in, 700 tons, while tho weight support- 
ed by the piers was 7'1 per cent, of 
what was considered the maximum, 
thus affording 20 per cent, as a factor 
of safety. 

The jury then entered Into a private 
Chamber to deliberate. After an hour 
the jury renderod the following ver- 
dict in the particular case of Zepherin 
Lafranco, ono of the victims: "That 
the deceased died from wounds and 
nervous shock caused by the fall of 
the Quebec bridge, but wo believe It 
our duty to declare that taking into 
consideration the evidence heard dur- 
ing the inquest, all tho necessary pro- 
cautions were taken for the construc- 
tion of the bridge without danger." 

Tho verdict applies to all the vic- 
tims of tho disaster. 

Three mure bodies of the bridge dis- 
aster wore recovered this morning. 
One of them is that of Joseph Blrk, of 
Montreal. 



RUSSIANS WERE CROOKED. 

Alleged to Havo "Jobbed" Britain in 
Alaska Boundary Business. 

■ "Winnipeg, Sept. 12. — Leon Nabokoff, 
friend of Count Leo Tolstoi, who Is 
armed with a mission from his chief 
to the wandering Doukhobors, is in 
Winnipeg. Nabokoff has unearthed 
some ancient Russian documents in 
Alaska, which materially affect Can- 
ada's boundary question, and show how 
Russia forged evidence of an early 
occupation of the Pacific coast. 

Nabokoff formerly resided at Sitka, 
Alaska, where ho was at tho time of 
tho transfer of that territory from 
Russia to United States, it became his 
duty on that occasion by command of 
the Russian prince to haul down tho 
RUssian flag. Later, after the St. Louis 
fair, Nabokoff was sent by his govern- 
ment to Sitka, to put In order the 
archives kept by tho Russian authori- 
ties there which they had not taken 
the trouble to remove. 

In doing this work ho found there 
some very interesting documents. 
These were kept In old Russian, which 
is not generally understood by those 
who know that language, but which 
he had studied. Some translations 
which ho has recently forwarded to tho 
governor-general of Canada have, Na- 
bokoff states, most important bearings 
on tho Canadian boundary question, 
and If they had come to light at tho 
time of the conference in London, 
would have effected tho result as to 
the marking of the Canadian frontier 
most materially. 



Down tha Mississippi 
AVashington, Sept. 12. — General 
Mackenzie, chief of the engineers, has 
practically completed arrangements 
for tho trip down the Mississippi river 
of President Roosevelt and tho Inland 
waterway commission next month. 
The. lighthouse lender Lily has been 
assigned for the exclusive use of the 
president and his party, which will be 
made up of Assistant Secretary Letta, 
secret set vice men and representatives 
of the press association. The Lily is 
under orders to await the president at 
Keokuk, la., on the ISOth, though prob- 
ably tho party will not arrive there 
from Canton before October 1.

Fall in Price of Copper Brings 
on Crisis 'tn Produc- 
tion of Metal -

New York, Sept. 12. — A crisis in the 
copper situation, due to a deadlock 
between the producer and tho consum- 
er, has resulted in a tremendous over- 
production, and the Amalgamated 
Copper company, the biggest producer 
of copper In this country, wdll soon 
shut down its mines in and about 
Butte, Mont. 

News of hto intended suspension of 
operations there was made known to- 
day by an Interest closely identified 
with tho company, and Amalgamated 
stock fell over 4 points on the stock 
exchange when the news became 
known. Tho shares of the company 
sold down to $60.25, which is Gl points 
trader tho high record price of the 
year. 

It Is said that the suspension at the 
Butte mines will throw 10,000 men out 
of work. The Amalgamated company 
has had difficulty in obtaining an ad- 
equate supply of fuel at Butte, and 
this Is said to bo a contributing causo 
for the shutdown. The Amalgamated 
company, along with other copper 
Companies, had been piling up a largo 
surplus of copper for several months, 
and It is authoritatively stated that 
thero is a surplus of 250,000,000 pounds 
of refined copper In the United States. 
The present situation has developed 
from the seeming Inability of producer 
and consumer ot reach a price for Hie 
metal that would prove satisfactory. 
Tho selling price of copper lias been 
steadily reduced. 



U. S. Army Officers 

"Washington, Sept. 12.— Six hundred 
officers of tho army aro now serving 
in detached service, according to state- 
ments made at tho war department. 
Their loss is seriously felt in their re- 
gular commands, with the result, that 
a number of the army organizations 
aro Inadequately officered. An earnest 
effort is to bo mado by tho military 
authorities to have congress remedy 
this condition of affairs by providing 
more officers, and Gen. Bell, tho chief 
of tho staff, will soon take up tho mat- 
ter with a view (u recommending leg- 
islation for that purpose.

Overflow Meeting of League Is

Purposes 



TELEGRAMS FROM OTTAWA READ 



Delegation to Victoria Suggested — 
Drunken Logger Causes Small 
Chinatown Sensation 



Vancouver, Sept. 12. — An overflow 
mooting of tho Asiatic Exclusion 
leaguo was hold In Labor hall to com- 
p'oto organization this evening. Chair- 
man Von Rheln stated that Premier 
McBrlde had not been located, but 
was expected In New "Westminster to- 
morrow. By resolution ho had been 
requested to be present and explain 
tho statements about Ottawa action 
on the Natal act. The following ofli- 
cers were elected: President, A. AV. 
Von Rheln; vice president, J. E. AVil- 
lon; "secretary, Gordon Grant; treas- 
urer, S. J. Gothard. An executive 
committee of 10 was also chosen. It 
was suggested during the meeting that 
some member of the league should go 
to Victoria and arouso tho city to tho 
Importance of this question. Tele- 
grains wore read from Sir AVilfrid 
Laurler and Mr. Macpherson depre- 
cating riotous action. Sir Wilfrid said 
plainly that while the government 
would do what it could, law and order 
must be preserved. . 

Today the last of tho men charged 
with rioting wero sent up for trial by 
Magistrate Williams. Nineteen havo 
been committed altogether. 

Tho wrestling match between a Jap- 
anese and a white man, billed to tnko 
placo at Recreation park this evening, 
was postponed for a fortnight, on tho 
advice of tho city authorities. 

The. question of dealing with tho re- 
cent arrival of Hindus was brought 
up at a meeting of the civic health 
committee tonight. Dr. Underhill, tho 
health .officer, was instructed to writo 
to Ottawa to see if the government 
would not provide an immigration shed 
for them, as in the present condition 
tho men wero a nuisance. City Soli- 
citor Cowan also suggested the advisa- 
bility of pressing the Dominion gov- 
ernment to establish a permanent mili- 
tary garrison here, as with so many 
aliens coming in the city was very 
difficult to police. 

Tonight everything is very quiet in 
the city and there aro no further de- 
velopments from the recent strike sit- 
uation. 

This afternoon a white man, a log- 
ger, went Into the Chinese quarter 
very drunk and got into a mlxup. Ho 
was arrested and is charged with be- 
ing drunk. Sensational evening papers 
distorted the occurrence into a sav- 
age attack of Chinese on tho man, 
stating that he was cut with a knife 
and barely escaped with his life. Thero 
was a scratch on his forehead when 
taken to the station, but nothing to 
require attention. 



China Shows Unexpected Firm- 
ness in Refusing Neighbor's 
Demands 



Mukden, Sept. 12. — For two months 
the persistent demands of Japan for 
concessions of forests, mines. lands 
snlt, houses and other things desired, 
have been stubbornly refused by the 
Chinese viceroy and governor. In con- 
sequence of his Ill-success, the Japan- 
ese Consul General has been transfer- 
red to another port, the struggle in 
that port being abandoned, though re- 
prisals aro threatened. ' The Chinese 
conducted tho difllcult negotiations 
with great ability, indicating self-con- 
fidence and an intelligent perception of 
political conditions, national rights be- 
ing recognized and defended without 
fear. 

Great progress has been made in all 
departments of tho government con- 
cerning Manchuria. 

A strong army is safeguarding the 
future peace of the country. 



MR. MANN'S OPINION 

Asiatic Labor Should be Better Con- 
trolled or Excluded 

Winnipeg, Sept. 12. — D. D. Mann was 
asked today; "What is the feeling at 
tho const regarding the question of 
Asiatic labor?" 

The consensus of intelligent public 
opinion seems to he," said Mr, Mann 
earnestly, "that Asiatic labor In Brit- 
ish Columbia should be either con- 
trolled or excluded. That I might be 
in favor of controlling it by stringent 
and wise regulations is neither hero 
nor there. 

"The point is that It should come 
within legal management or super- 
vision. International complications 
would then he rendered practically im- 
possible by the actions of Irresponsible! 
mobs. I am convinced that It was not the 
hotter or more Intelligent order of citi- 
zens that were Implicated In the acts 
of hoodlumlsm and disorder that mark- 
ed the feeling against Asiatic labor in 
Vancouver tho other night."

A STRIKE PROBLEM 

Conciliation Boar Puzzled Over 
Springhill Situation 

Halifax, Sept. 12. — A curious situa- 
tion has developed at Springhill, where 
coal miners are on strike, when i tho 
conciliation board appointed under the 
Lemieux act beforo the strike was de- 
clared, resumed Its sittings on Tues- 
day. The company declined to take 
part In the proceedings, claiming that 
tho men aro no longer employed and 
tho board adjourned pending a de- 
cision of the minister of labor. 

Yesterday tho chairman announced 
that tho conciliation board would con- 
tinue its work. The announcement 
was the result of a telegram received 
from the deputy minister of labor, ad- 
vising tile chairman to take what ac- 
tion the board saw fit. Tho board de- 
cided that tho case in hand bo dis- 
posed of, and adjourned to meet this 
morning. 

No represenatives of the company 
were in attendance. Manager Cowans 
at Farrsboro, has been notified of tho 
decision of tho board. It is not likely 
the company will pay any attention to 
tho notice. 

In that case the board will probably 
act as In an ordinary judicial proceed- 
ing and give a decision to the men by 
default. ^ 

JUDGE GARY'S CHOICE 

Will Remain in Service of U. S. Steel 
Corporation 

New York, Sept. 12.— H. H. Gary, 
chairman of the United States Steel 
corporation, Issued a statement, today, 
in which he denied his intentions lobe- 
come actively identified with the Al- 
lis-Chalmers company. Mr. Gary said: 
"My services belong to and are en- 
tirely devoted to the Steel corpora- 
tion. Still I think from reports of of- 
ficers of the Allls-Chalmers company, 
and from information otherwise re- 
ceived, that it would be very success- 
ful if It hart a little more working 
capital and its management somewhat 
strengthened. I believe efforts are bo 
ing mado in this direction. There Is 
no connection between the company 
and the United States Steel corpora- 
tion." 



MINISTER OF JUSTICE 



A Characteristic Outbreak of 
Hon. Mr. Aylesworth Is 
Severely Criticised 



Peterboro, Ont., Sept. 12. — R. L. 
Borden spoke at Peterboro last nght 
and replied to Hon; A. B. Aylcsworth's 
address at Dundas on Saturday. Mr. 
Borden said; "Hon. Mr. Aylesworth 
is reported to havo indulged in cer- 
tain characteristic statements respect- 
ing myself at Dundas. He told the 
people that someone had told him that 
someone else could give evidence 
which would disqualify mo for eight 
years from holding a seat in parlia- 
ment. It is to tho discredit of Can- 
ada that we have a minister of jus- 
tice so reckless and irresponsible, and 
we indict him and his friends, not 
upon gossip or rumor, but upon tho 
public records and sworn testimony. 
Let him bring on his pretended evi- 
dence, and he will find me ready to 
meet it, at any time he sees fit, and 
at any placo. Unlike my opponent, 
I havo never been afraid to face a 
petition filed against mo. I went at 
great inconvenience ana withouCany 
compulsion to Halifax during the ses- 
sion of 1300, submitted myself for ex- 
amination by the petitioner's counsel, 
and avoiding tho evil example of the 
minister of- finance, answered every 
question put to inc. Later on, I at- 
tended the trial and when counsel for 
the petitioner refused to proceed with 
It and raised the point that the court 
had no jurisdiction I protested against 
any such decision and demanded to 
have tho evidence hoard and tho case 
disposed of. My latest Instructions 
to my counsel before I left Halifax 
were that no evidence affecting me 
upon that petition could be given un- 
less it were perjured, and that I could 
and would return to Halifax when- 
ever required hi caso any such evi- 
dence were suborned." 



ARRESTED AT CALGARY 

Ike Sheady Said to Have Victimized 
American Merchants 

Calgary, Alta., Sept. 12.— Wanted on 
a charge of embezzlement which cov- 
ers goods to the value of $10,000, Ike 
Sheady, alias J. AV. Shenford, alias J. 
B. Senford, was arrested on suspicion 
by Detective Officer Foy, of the C. 
I'. R. police service. The man under 
arrest arrived in Calgary on Saturday 
from tho north and was recognized 
by Detective Foy as bearing a very 
close resemblance to a man whose 
photograph had been supplied to the 
police, and who was wanted on the 
charge of embezzlement. The officer, 
desirous of confirming his suspicions 
beforo making the arrest, allowed his 
man to leave the station. "When board- 
ing the northbound train Foy ap- 
proached Sheady and informed him 
that he was a suspected character. He 
mado no reply to tho accusation and 
was taken into custody. The em- 
bezzlement is said to cover $10,000 
worth of goods obtained from whole- 
sale merchants in San Francisco, Se- 
al llo and Tacdnia, and a reward of 
SfiOO Is reported to have been offered 
by them. A wire has been sent to 
tho sheriff of Tacoma, who Is expect- 
ed to arrive today. Sheady Is said 
to be a resident of Edmonton, whero 
ho has a wife and family ILvlng.

Ottawa, Sept. 12. — Tho Bishop o£ 
London had a splendid greeting hero 
today. He addressed four different 
meetings, concluding with an audience 
of 5,000 in the Howlck pavilion to- 
night. 

Tho trade and commerce department 
has received the report on arrivals of 
Japanese from Victoria for the .month 
of August. There wore 301 males and 
39 females, making 300 In all. Of 
these 261 were first arrivals, 27 sec- 
ond and Kf2 In transit. Besides these, 
20G were in transit to the United 
States, three to points in' Canada «n(l 
three to other countries. 

The deputation of commercial trav- 
elers who asked that Thanksgiving 
day be tho last Monday in October 
Instead of tho last Thursday, wero 
told by Sir Wilfrid Laurler that ho 
was greatly Impressed by their argu- 
ments, but he intimated that it was 
as good as settled thai; Thanksgiving 
day this year be held on Thursday, 
Ocf. 31. Commercial travelers will 
not be Inconvenienced to any great 
extent, as tho day following, Friday, 
Nove. 1, would bo All Saints day, and 
a statutory holiday In tho province of 
Quebec. Ho assured them, however, 
that next year their representations 
will bo carefully considered. 

The eastern press is having consid- 
erable fun at Mr. Macpherson's cx J 
pense. Tho Ottawa Journal says:l 
"R. G. Macpherson, M. P. for Vancou- 
ver, who in Montreal was predicting 
another 'Boston tea party' seems to 
have had his comb cut by the prime 
minister. He went into the sacred, 
presence ike a roaring lion, and cams' • 
out with all his plnfeathers missing. 
That's mixing it up tho way Mr. Mac- 
pherson mixes It up himself, but iff 
conveys the Idea. His first act was; 
tho despatch to Vancouver of a tele- 
gram to the effect that the people out 
there must bo good, that he has jjot 
both Sir AVilfrid Laurler and Consul 
Nosso hobbled in the Russell houso 
coal cellar and that he is not going to 
let them out until he is sure that all 
tho bath houses in A'ancouver are run- 
ning again." 

The Mail and Empire says: "Mr, 
Macpherson, member for Vancouver, 
speaks very loudly about the Japan- 
ese invasion, and even talks of an- 
other 'Boston tea party' in' that con-* 
nectlon. It is because men of Mr. 
Macpherson's type are sent t<> par- 
liament that troubles of th/s kind 
nrlse. Mr. Macpherson voted for tho 
legislation that has mado the coming 
of the Japanese possible. He did so 
becauso his political leader required 
this service of him. If Vancouver 
had sent to parliament a man with n. 
mind of h'.s own, Instead of a moro 
voting machine like Mr. Macpherson 
this trouble would never havo occur- 
red." 

Tho Canadian government has 
passed an order-In-council calling tho 
attention of tho imperial authorities 
to an advertisement appearing in a 
Selkirk, Scotland, newspaper under tho 
name of Alexander Caven, of Glas- 
gow, Scotland, asking for men to work 
in the Buck Stove works, Branlford, 
Out., although a slrike was In pro- 
gress in that establishment. The ad- 
vertisement said there was" no slrike.

Tunnel Shaft Caves In 
Windsor, (Wit.. Sept. 12.— By the

There was fear in Chinatown lust 
night and the streets in that section of 
the City which is usually thronged 
witli Celestials through the early 
evening were deserted soon after dark. 
Shutters were fastened on exposed 
Windows, doors bolted, lights turned 
low. and the quiet of the tomb pre- 
vailed. 

Early in the evening Chinese from 
all over the city Hocked to tho district 
bounded by Cormorant, Herald, Store 
and Government streets, which is fa- 
miliarly known as Chinatown. Ser- 
vants in uptown mansions; cooks in 
restaurants, hotels and boarding 
houses; all who could secure leave of 
absence from their employers, and 
many who could not, but took It any- 
way, wended their way in chattering 
crowds to the favored district and 
once there disappeared from tho 
streets with remarkable alacrity. Pas- 
sersby noted the unusual migration to 
the Celestial quarter and wondered. 

Four, a fearful and wonderful fear, 
of something dire, about to befall them 
was responsible for it all. Frightened 
by intelligence brought them from 
their compatriots in Vancouver that 
Thursday night would bring disaster 
to the Orientals of Victoria, the local 
Chinamen sought to evade, the im- 
pending evil by retiring to their 
strongholds in Chinatown. Clustering 
together there, they prepared to de- 
fend themselves against the attacks of 
a furious, bloodthirsty mob, which 
they had been warned would surely 
assault them as soon as tho shades of 
night had fallen. 

But no mob assailed the Chinese 
strongholds. 

Chinatown presented a picture dark 
and gloomy, but one that was undis- 
turbed by the demonstrations of riot- 
ous men. All night the yellow men 
waited for the noise Hint would signal 
the commencement of the attack, and 
all night they waited in vain. 

The reports which reached the Chi- 
nese colony and produced such a state 
ot" fear apparently came from Vancou- 
ver and were to the effect that a meet- 
ing of the Oriental Exclusion league, 
a league by the way which does not 
exist in Victoria, was to be. held hero 
last night and was to be followed by 
a demonstration in Chinatown such 
as occurred in Vancouver last Satur- 
day night. 

Vosterday extensive purchases of 
firearms were made by tho Orientals 
in the city. Japanese as^weil as Chi- 
nese visited tho gunshops^and acquir- 
ed guns and revolvers with a plentiful 
supply of cartridges. Had there been 
the promised trouble thero would sure- 
ly have been bloodshed for the Orien- 
tals Willie very much frightened were 
also prepared to sell themselves dear- 
ly if they were compelled to light in 
defence of their lives. 

They had pickets out watching for 
threatening demonstrations and 
Whenever a suspicidus looking charac- 
ter was noted he was followed by one 
or more Chinamen until lie was out- 
side the limit's, of' Chinatown. All 
through the night the policeman on 
the beat was kept busy reassuring 
Chinamen that nothing would happen. 
The pickets were continually rushing 
Up to the policemen to call their at- 
tention to men loitering about the 
streets. 

To the call issued that they should 
repair to Chinatown the Celestial pop- 
ulation of the city mad,' ready re- 
sponse. Hardly a household wherein 
a Chinaman was employed but was 
forced to get along as well they might 
When o'clock arrived, the Chinese 
in practically every instance leaving 
their work and making for the Celes- 
tial quarter. Several of the restaur- 
ants were lefi practically without any 

help, while at several private resi- 
dences, when the dinner hour arrived, 
there was no servant to do the' ne- 
cessary work. 

A tour through Chinatown last night 
disclosed the fact that every door was 
locked and while in several places en- 
trance was gained, the Inmates, while 
professing to know nothing of any 
promised trouble, were careful lo bar 
the doors alter the reporters Mad left. 

"I never saw the place so quiet be- 
fore," remarked one of the city po- 
licemen who lias done duty in that 
neighborhood for years.

Annual Gathering of Canadian Medical 
Association 

Montreal, Sept. 12.— The fortieth an- 
nual convention of the Canadian Medi- 
cal association opened here yesterday 
in til,' arts building, McGill university, 
Dr. McPhcdran taking tie chair. The 
convent ion will last till tomorrow 
night. About three hundred delegates 
from Halifax to Vancouver are. in at- 
tendance. Among the distinguished 
guests is nr. Rolleston, of London, 
England, who will give the opening 
address in the medical Section. A 
programme of more than ordinary in- 
terest lo tho medical profession has 
been arranged, consisting of papers on 
various subjects to be read by lead- 
ing physicians and afterwards discus- 
sed by their learned colleagues. An 
enjoyable social programme has been 
arranged. 

Addressing the members of tho as- 
sociation lam. nisrht, President McPhe- 
draii complained of the apparent In- 
difereuco displayed by tl"- Canadian 
medical men in tin. work of the asso- 
ciation, He said thai only a year ago 
he asked a few lo present papers at 
this meeting who had almost forgotten 
the association's existence, if they 
over knew of il. lie said it was 
about time to avvako oill of this Kip 
Van Winkle state. 

At the afternoon session Dr. John 
Hunter, of Toronto, read a paper on 
the laws governing psychic ailments.

Mr. Lclser wa.s a 
strong advocate' of all three proposi- 
tions, but the members concluded af- 
ter quite a discussion that it was a 
waste of time to deal with the matter 
without a report from the committee 
and so referred it back. 

Majority Report. 
The majority report of the commit- 
tee on Cowlehan Bay and river lishlng 
was as follows: • 

Gentlemen. — Your special committee, 
to whom was referred a letter from 
W. H. Hayward, M.P.P., directing at- 
tention to a lease granted by the Do- 
minion government to the Capital City 
Canning company to fish at the mouth 
of the Cowlehan river, beg to report: 
That your committee met yesterday, 
Mr. W. H. Hayward being present, 
also Messrs. Richard Hall and D. 6. 
Campbell, representatives of the Capi- 
tal City Canning company, and Mr. 
.7. Musgravo on behalf of the Fish and 
Game club. After the matter had 
begone into yery thoroughly it 



*^ r .jlyed: 

Fro'iti the evidence presented to the 
committee appointed - to • enquire into 
the matter of the lease granted to -the 
Capital City Canning company by the 
Dominion government granting them 
fishing ■ rights by netting and seining 
within the tidal waters of Cowichan 
bay and the estuary of the Cowlehan 
river the undersigned members of the 
committee are strongly of the opinion 
that the operation of the provisions 
of this lease will be very detrimental 
to fishing by rod and line in Cowichan 
river and Cowichan bay: 
"Your committee present herewith a 
copy of the lease in question, excerpt 
from the official stenographer's report 
of all witnesses who gave evidence he- 
fore the British Columbia fisheries 
commission, re net fishing on Cowichan 
river and bay, at Duncans, November 
27, 1005, also the report of Mr. John 
P. Babcock to the provincial govern- 
ment, on the same subject. 

All of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

Minority Report. 

• Mr. Mess's minority report was as 
follows: 

To the President and the Council of 
the Victoria Board of Trade. — Gentle- 
men: A committee having been ap- 
pointed to report upon the letter of 
Mr. W. 11. Hayward, M. P., re fishing 
lease granted in Cowichan bay, and 
being the one member of that com- 
mittee who would be likely to view the 
matter from its commercial aspect, I 
consider it advisable to send in a mi- 
nority report, In order that this side 
of the question, which must especial- 
ly appeal to a board of trade, may be 
placed before you. 

Mr. Hayward is, of course, In error 
In saying that the lease is granted for 
the purpose of netting spring salmon, 
the chief object of the company being 
to secure cohocs and dog salmon, 
which are much more 'numerous, be- 
sides being of less value for sport than 
spring salmon nnd steelhoads. Tes- 
timony was given by both sides at a 
meeting of the committee, at which 
Mr. Hayward, Mr. Mnsgrave, Mr. Rich- 
ard Hall and Mr. D. Campbell were 
also present; as to the very large num- 
ber of these lower grades of salmon 
that frequent - the bay during the aut- 
umn, and as to the Important catches 
that have been made ll) seines in the 
past, which seemed to me to argue that 
this fishing was capable -of commer- 
cial development, and that If this could 
be carried out without materially in- 
injuring the rod and line fishing, it 
would be needlessly restricting the re- 
sources of this island, and hampering 
those who have a large amount of 
capital at stake in the lishlng indus- 
try, to allow such a large quantity of 
salmon to go annually .0 waste, by 
prohibiting commercial fishing. This 
Mr. Hayward advocated at the meeting 
referred to for the entire eastern coast 
of the island, with the exception of the 
Nlmpklsh (being a soekoye river), but 
until it is really shown that with prop- 
er restrictions and ample provision for 
artificial propagation the value of the 
streams for sporting purposes cannot 
bo safeguarded, 1 submit that It is not 
for the board of trade, as a commer- 
cial body, to protest against commer- 
cial fishing, and, Incidentally, to give 
tho sole right to make any use of til! 
those food fish to the comparatively 
very small number or people who 
would themselves catch a few with 
rod a.id line. 

Tho question should not be consid- 
ered by tho board of trade as one of 
sport versus commerce, but from the 
standpoint of the interests of Victoria 
and the province. The point Is well 
taken by Mr. Hayward that having 
such a river us tho Cowichan for sport 



is a valuable asset tV tile' city of Vic- 
toria, and I agree this should be -pre- 
served. I alab agree with the major- 
ity o£ the committee that unrestricted 
fishing in terms of the lease would bo 
detrimental to" fishing with rod and 
line, but It Is not clear that It Is not 
intended to put into force the standing 
regulations as regards prohibited fish- 
ing area, close time, etc., to which the 
lessees say they aro quite ready to 
conform, and I am given to understand 
that these regulations will bo enforced. 

As regards the evidence given before 
tho fisheries commission at Duncans, 
I think It Is not Improbable that with 
such necessary restrictions Imposed, 
coupled with the Important stipulation 
in the lease, that tt large hatchery be 
erected and operated by the lessees un- 
der government supervision — the views 
then expressed might be considerably 
modified, as Is known to"havo been 
the case with one of the official wlt- 
■nesses. The operation of a largo hatch- 
ery was not. then in contemplation, 
ami it seams to me this factor must 
take a vital difference In arriving at 
an Impartial conclusion. 

Mr. Hayward writes: "I consider 
it utterly impossible to net spring 
salmon without destroying stcelheads, 
Atlantic salmon and trout," but as the 
lessees Intend operating for fall salm- 
on, and they say they are willing to 
bo restricted to fishing between the 
dates of August 15 and November 15 
with gill nets, and between October 1 
and November 1~> with seines, it will 
bo seen that the proposed operations 
will scarcely interfere with those fish, 
very tew of which are likely to be 
caught by the nets within that period, 
while between the 15th of November 
and the 15th of August they would 
have an entirely free course. The gill- 
nets would not offer any obstruction 
to the trout, and they-could only be af- 
fected to a very slight extent by tho 
seines between October 1 and- Novem- 
ber 15. 

It is to he expected that sportsmen, 
in order to make doubly sure, would, 
in any circumstances, prefer that coin- 
ercial fishing should be entirely pro- 
hibited, but it is scarcely fo r the board 
of trade to indorse such a one-sided 
policy. I cannot, therefore, recommend 
the council to make the protest refer- 
red to in Mr. Hayward's letter. 

B. C. MESS. 

The copy of tho lease given the Cap- 
ital City Canning company, which was 
attached to the majority report, reads 
as follows: 

This Indenture, made this 30th day 
of April A. D. One Thousand Nine 
Hundred and Seven, between the min- 
ister of marine and fisheries on lie- 
half of and representing Ills majesty 
the King, or the first part, (D. E. C.) 
and Messrs. the Capital City Canning 
& Packing Company, Limited (J. J. 
H.) of Victoria, B.' C, (hereinafter 
called the lessees of the second part). 

WitnesBeth: That the party of the 
first part for and on behalf of his 
majesty the King as represented by 
tho government of the Dominion ' of 
Canada, in pursuance of tho powers 
conferred upon hfm by tho revised 
statutes of Canada, chapter ninety-five, 
woth demise and lease (so far as his 
majesty or the minister of marine and 
fisheries may lawfully do so) to the 
said lessees, their ''.heirs, executors or 
assigns, the exclusive right for net 
fishing for salmon in that part of . tho 
tidal.) waters of j dowichau river -and 
Cowichan bay, within an- imaginary 
lino running from Serpentine point to 
Cowichan head at the entrance to the 
said Cowichan bay! • 

For and during the full period of 
nine years commencing from the first 
day of May, this present year, nine- 
teen hundred and seven. 

And the said lessees covenant with 
tho said party of the first part, that 
they will pay yearly, In advance, on 
the 1st day of .May In each year tho 
sum of fifty dollars as rental for the 
said exclusive fishing right hereby 
granted. . ' 

And it Is agreed that this , lease is 
accepted by the said lessees, upon 
the following conditions! 

That the said lessees shall in the 
use and occupation of the fishing priv- 
ileges hereby leased, conform in every 
respect to the provisions,' enactments 
ana requirements of the fishery laws 
now or which may hereafter be in 
force, and comply with all tho regu- 
lations adopted by the governor-gen- 
eral in council relative thereto. 

That in default of payment of tin: 
aforesaid lessees of the rents as here- 
inbefore stipulated, or by refusal to 
fulfil any of the other conditions of 
the lease, the same may lie at the 
option of the party 'if the first part, 
be at any time fully determined and 
put an end to upon notice thereof to 
tho said lessees, and the said lease 
shall become absolutely Void, and the 
crown may thereupon enter into pos- 
session and enjoyment of the said 
privileges without any Indemnifica- 
tion for Improvement or recourse to 
law, and relet the same. 

Proviso. (1) Provided that the said 
leaso does not interfe-ro in any way 
with any fishing privileges that may 
have been conceded to Indians and 
that the said lessees in utilizing the 
privilege conveyed by this lease adopt 
no measure which will antagonist 
local Indian tribes, and that the 
lessees will afford the Indians every 
reasonable opportunity of obtaining 
employment In the flshlngj canning or 
other operations carried on in connec- 
tion with the said lease. 

(M) Provided that the aforesaid 
lessees (A) do build and operate a 
salmon hatchery of not less than ten 
million capacity, that Is to say, a 
hatchery which will provide accommo- 
dation lor incubating not less than ten 
million salmon, tor tho purpose of 
planting and artificially stocking with 
the young of these fish the waters of 
Cowichan river and lake, such hatch- 
ing operations and planting of fry to 
bo carried on to the satisfaction of, 
and uiidor the Inspection by the" of- 
ficers of the department of marine 
and fisheries. 

(b) And If In the opinion of tho 
lion, the minister of murine and fish- 
eries, It is desirabe to procure and in- 
cubate the eggs of steel-head salmon, 
spring salmon, trout ana other game 
fish, which may not be of prime im- 
portance to the said lessees' commer- 
cial operations, under the said lease, 
the said lessees hereby agree to ac- 
cept the assistance and co-operation 
of such Dominion hatchery officers as 
may be authorized, at tho expense of 
tho Dominion government, to aid In 
procuring parent fish, procuring eggs, 
Incubating in the hatchery of the .said 
lessees and planting the various spe- 
cies of salmon and game fish referred 
to. Further the said lessees to fur- 
nish reports upon the operation of the 
said hatchery to the commissioner of 
fisheries, Ottawa, from time to time 
as may bo required. ' 

(c) It Is also provided that the snirf 
lessees bind themselves not to fish for 
or take steel-heads or stoel-hend sal- 
mon by means of nets, and to liberate 
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or unwittingly captured, and the said 
lessee* bind themselves < not, to : f|sh 
for or take soring salmon, or qulnmat 
salmnif, before the first day of July 
in each year, nnd any such spring 
salmon or qulnnnt salmon shall be lib- 
erated alive if accidentally or unwit- 
tingly captured. 

Tt is further agreed that this lease 
is accepted by the lessees upon the 
express understanding that they, will 
indemnify his majesty and tho said 
minister of marine anil fisheries against 
an v' charges and expenses to which the 
said parties may be put by the grant- 
ing of this lease. 

Mr. Babcock's Memo 
Tho following Is the memo from Mr. 
Babcock, presented to the attorney- 
general, to which reference was made: 
Commissioner's Evidence 
The following is the excerpt from 
the olllcial stenographer's report of 
the witnesses who gave evidence at 
Duncans on Nov. -'7, 1007, before tho 
British Columbia- Fisheries Commis- 
sion regarding net fishing on Cowi- 
chan river and bay. 

By Dominion order in council of the 
4th June, 1!)0l'. "Fishing by means 
of nets of any kind or description was 
prohibited In the waters of the' es- 
tuary of the Cowichan river, includ- 
ing Cowichan bay, within an imagin- 
ary line running from Serpentine point 
to Cowichan Head." 

Previous to the issuance of the above 
order all kinds of net fishing was per- 
mitted in Cowichan bay and annually 
many thousands of salmon and flat- 
heads wcro taken there. 

The order -was passed in response 
to petitions from the whites and In- 
dians living in the vicinity of Cow- 
ichan bay and many sportsmen- and 
others from Victoria, Vancouver and 
vicinity. ' " ' 

Cowichan bay is a small body or 
water at low tide. During the summer 
and early fall considerable numbers of 
cohoe, dog and spring salmon cort- 
Iheigregate there awaiting such, rise in 
~ Cowichan river that "will- permit 



eastern coast of Vancouver Island havo 
runs of cohoe, dog and-spjing salmon. 
Their numbers running to -the rivers 
aro small, comparatively. It commer- 
cial fishing is conducted in the '.es- 
tuaries and bays at the mouths of tho 
streams they will soon cease to bo 
frequented by salmon and their value 
as angling streams will be destroyed. 
At the present time these rivers are a 
great drawing card to the province. 
The Campbell, Englishman's and Cow- 
ichan rivers are already known to the 
anglers of the world and many of the 
best and most enterprising of the set- 
tlers along the eastern shores of Van- 
couver were originally attracted there 
by the "sport" offered by the fish in 
these streams. ' 

Some three years ago somo young 
Atlantic salmon salmo-solar were 
planted in the Cowichan river. Fish- 
ery Guardian Galbrath report.} that 
during the season b_o has captured 
some six or more specimens of these 
eastern salmon. 

From which it would appear that if 
unmolested for a few years they would 
fully establish- themselves in- the Cow- 
ichan. If they will establish them- 
selves In tho Cowichan there appears 
to bo no reason why they should not 
establish themselves In other similar 
streams on the east coast of Vancouver 
Island. •':'.-.-'' r ; : •>..:-• 

Add the Atlantic salmon to the fishes 
of those streams and their value to 
the province will be greatly increased. 
Tf net fishing is permitted in Cowichan 
bay it will destroy all chance of the 
Atlantic salmon establishing them- 
selves in that stream. 

Chief Seo-Heel-ton (through an in- 
terpreter)— I am the chief of the Qu- 
amiehan reserve. I am opposed' to 
having seines allowed in Cowielum 

Q— What are the reasons for not 
wanting them there? 

A— They catch all the fish, the big 
and the small fish. They are too 
destructive, and destroy the fish wan- 
tonly. I do not want the seines bc- 
auso they destroy too many fish and 
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It Is the only stream on the eastern 
slope of the island that has a sock- 
uUvc any of tho stild fish accidentally cyo run, Tito other rlvors on the

fish are so scarce Is because of the 
large numbers of seines and traps that 
are in use round the Island. Fish have 
been very scarce this year in Cowi- 
chan. I am referring to the spring 
salmon and echoes and all the other 
fish, they have all been scarce here 
and I think It Is the traps that -are 
the cause of it. It is a good thing 
tho seines were kept out. If the traps 
do not catch all the salmon before 
they get to the Cowichan river I havo 
every reason to believe that the sal- 
mon will increase In the Cowichan

Cowichan river is not a large river. 
It is not large enough to warrant It 
being fished commercially. On the 
otlu-r hand, from Its position and 
character It is essentially a sport. mien's 
river. Large numbers of local resi- 
dents and tourists and sportsmen from 
Victoria Vancouver and other sound 

cities annually seek both Cowichan 
bay ami river for tho pleasure and ben- 
efits of fishing- 
Many cottages and hotels havo been 
erected at Duncans and along the banks 
of the river ami the lulco at its head 
Cor the accommodation of tourists and 
anglers. 

During the season many hundreds 
of anglers tire to be found camped 
along its banks or fishing Its waters. 

Since net fishing was prohibited in 
1902 both the fresh and salt water 
rod and line fishing has increased. 

The public press announces, that 
the Dominion government has granted 
or is about to grant a special license 
to fish the waters of Cowichan bay 
with purse and other net 

The Issuance of such 
clearlv against the best Interests 
the province, especially tho.so of \ 
couver island. 

Tho rivers on tho eastern coast of 
Vancouver island are all small rivers, 
which so far as their fishing Is con- 
cerned, are essentially "sportsmen's 
streams". None, with the exception of 
the NImklsh, should bo regarded as 
warranting commercial fishing. The 
NImklsh has a run of sockeye salmon 
in the summer and' early fall months. 
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A WHITE CANADA 

At this particular time, when *a 
much Is being said of the menace of 
Orientalism, It may be of passing In- 
terest to consider briefly what part 
those people, whom we wrongly call 
Anglo-Saxons, are likely to play In 
the future. We are satisfied that the 
gravity of what Is called the Oriental 
problem is only very imperfectly ap- 
preciated. We do not now mean 
Asiatic immigration to America. This, 
While presenting some difficulties, can 
for the present at least be sufficiently 
controlled, if we go to WQjfit about it 
in the right way. What we refer to 
la the future of thu Oriental nations 
and their influence upon the world. 
The Colonist has been shown some 
letters written by a young Chinaman, 
who was educated in Victoria, but is 
now 'a resident of Shanghai, t.o a Chi- 
nese friend and former schoolmate 
here. It was Impossible to read them 
without being profoundly impressed, 
especially by the confidence expressed 
in the future of China and the opin- 
ions held' by the writer as to the true 
foundations of national greatness. This 
he states is not wealth alone, or even 
principally, but knowledge and the 
cultivation of sound rules of conduct. 
He speaks of the Incalculable resources 
of the Chinese Empire and says that 
when the development of these has 
once begun, the question of immigra- 
tion to America, will vanish. He looks 
forward to a time when China shall 
fully arouse herself to her duties and 
Opportunities and believes that when 
this has taken place a "united Em- 
pire of Asia" will have its proper voice 
in the affairs of the world. 

The natural resources of China in 
all that goes to make a nation Indus- 
trially great are beyond computation. 
To mention only two articles, coal and 
iron, the supply far exceeds any other 
known deposits. With these vast re- 
sources there is an abundance of labor 
provided by a people who are exceed- 
ingly economical and industrious. We 
shall not enter Into details on this 
subject, but recomrnen'd those people, 
who think we can check Chinese de- 
velopment by passing resolutions, or 
ignore it altogether, to apply them- 
selves a little to the investigation of 
the subject. If they do so, they will 
see that what we have been accus- 
tomed in this country to regard as 
"the Oriental Question" is only a very 
small and local phase of it, and that 
what the white race has to fear is not 
that a few thousands of Chinese will 
emigrate and compete with the higher- 
priced labor of white people, but that 
the millions of people at hulne will 
enter upon a period of competition 
with the rest of the world, in all the 
arts of peace and war. When this time 
comes, the present Japanese menace to 
the Occident will appear only as a 
trifle. 

If the Asiatic races ever unite and, 
having adopted such of the methods 
of the Occident as appeal most strong- 
ly to them, determine to make their 
influence felt in the world, the result 
will be beyond our present capacity 
of judging. A struggle is coming be- 
yond any possibility of doubt, and 
such a struggle as history cannot 
parallel. The tide-like sweep of the 
Teutonic tribes across Europe, before 
which the Roman Empire went down 
like grass before the scythe, will ap- 
pear small by comparison with the ad- 
vance of the Orient when once it has 
been begun in earnest. If the racial 
assertion of forty millions of Japanese 
has challenged the astonished Occi- 
dent, what may we expect when the 
four hundred millions of China, the 
two hundred and fifty millions of In- 
dia and the other people sufficient to 
swell the aggregate beyond seven hun- 
dred millions assert themselves'.' We 
may not have to wait very long for 
this, that is long as time Is reckoned 
in the history of nations. Leaders only 
are wanted, and leaders are born very 
unexpectedly. 

Those considerations have a present 
interest, for they ought to lead us to 
think about what wo are doing or can 
do to prepare ourselves for what Is 
surely coming. History inspires con- 
fidence in the ability of the Anglo- 
Saxon race to maintain Its supremacy 
against all odds, but It may fail to do 
so, if we allow ourselves to become 
weakened. If wo permit Asiatics to 
flock Into our country, if we allow 
humble forms of labor to be relegated 
to peoples who will never be in sym- 
pathy with us, if we permit the ag- 
gressive representatives of the races, 
who are to bo our greatest rivals, to 
secure a foothold here In large num- 
bers, we may And that we will have 
within our trorders an enemy at the 
timo when It may be necessary for u.s 
all to stand shoulder to shoulder to 
maintain our place among the nations, 
Wo have little sympathy with that 
smug assumption of superiority with 
which many of our. people conaolo 



themselves. We can Imagino that, 
when the rumbles of the advance of 
the barbarians was heard In Imperial 
Rome, the luxurious dwellers In the 
Mediterranean cities laughed at tho 
idea that tho yellow-haired ruffiians 
from beyond the frontier were worthy 
of a second thought, and it Is doubt- 
ful if they would have been, if Romo 
had remained what she was in the 
days when senators held the plow unci 
their wives tolled at the loom. It was 
only when honest labor with the, hands 
benamo servile and something to be as- 
signed to those who were less than 
Roman citizens, that tho imperial fa- 
bric was rendered vulnerable to attack. 
To prepare ourselves for the irrepres- 
sible conflict, Canada must be and re- 
main a white man's country. On this 
western frontier of the Empire will be 
the forefront of the coming struggle, 
whether it shall bo a peaceful one or 
an appeal to tho arbitrament of force. 
Therefore we ought to maintain this 
country for the Anglo-Saxon and those 
races which are able to assimilate 
themselves to them. If this Is done, 
we believe that history will repeat it- 
self and the supremacy of our race 
will continue. We believe that Can- 
ada holds in Its hands to a large de- 
gree tho future of Caucasian civiliza- 
tion. 



GREATER VICTORIA 

The proposal of the Oak Bay muni- 
cipality to collect a tax from certain 
vehicles using the roads in that dis- 
trict lias much in its favor, and also 
much against it. It seems absurd 
that a vehicle owned in Victoria must 
pay a license fee before it can use 
the roads in Oak Bay that were made 
at the expenso of tile people of the 
province generally; and It also seems 
unreasonable that Victoria vehicles 
should wear out Oak Bay roads and 
contribute nothing to their mainten- 
ance. In tho course of not a very 
long whilo Esquimau will be a muni- 
cipality, and possibly there will be a 
proposal to exact a license fee frpm 
vehicles using the road there. Saanich 
may think the same plan an easy one 
of raising a revenue. The Oak Bay 
officials hint that if the existing by- 
law is declared ultra vires, they will 
erect toll-gates. Then we suppose 
Esquimau later will do the same 
Probably Saanich will not because 
there are too many rosds that would 
have to bo watched, and we think that 
Saanich may be left out of considera- 
tion either in respect to a license or a 
toll-gate for that reason. The way 
to solve the problem presented by 
Oak Bay and certain to be presented 
by Esquimau is to extend the limits 
of Victoria so as to take in those sub- 
urbs. We know that this' suggestion 
will bo met with protests and we will 
be told that Victoria made a mistake 
some years ago by extending its lim- 
its, and that it would be folly to 
do so again. But things have 
changed and are still more rapidly 
changing. We will have to recast our 
ideas on a good many subjects; we 
will have to do things In the near fu- 
ture which would have seemed absurd 
in the recent past. The interests of 
tho residents of Victoria, Oak Bale and 
Esquimalt are so closely Identified, 
and there are so many things, such as 
the maintenance of roads and streets, 
sewerage, water supply, fire protec- 
tion, schools and police, which can be 
handled better under one organization 
than under three, that it is not too 
soon to begin to think a little about 
a Greater Victoria. We are not sug- 
gesting that anything in this direction 
ought to be done just now, but only 
that people should have the matter 
^tn mind. 

MR. TEMPLEMAN'S VIEWS 

We assume that we may take the 
report of Mr. Templcmn-n's paper as 
accurate,. This being the cute, we 
have read with a great deal of atten- 
tion what he had to say on the sub- 
ject of Immigration. He said that ho 
had always been of the opinion that 
we should only have such Immigrants 
"that in the future we should have 
from ocean to ocean in Canada one 
great homogeneous people." This ex- 
cellent sentiment, the report says, was" 
greeted with applause, and so it ought 
to have been; but the speaker went 
further. He proceeded, after using the 
language above quoted, to say that he 
would not lay down the above; doe- 
trill.' "dogmatically, because there are 
many obstacles in the way." He dep- 
recated tho encouragonifnt of immi- 
grants Into the Northwest "of an alien 
race that was determined to perpet- 
tiate in Canada tho traditions and ldlo- 
syncracies of' Europe," which is one of 
the things .that the government of 
which he is a member has been do- 
ing, and said that If the importation 
of such people from Europe is good 
policy it would be Inconsistent to hold 
another view against the admission of 
people from tho Orient. Then he said 
that If Japanese arc to be permitted to 
come in unrestricted tho Chinese ought 
to be also, and that he himself pre- 
ferred Chinese to Japanese. 

Wo do not wish to do Mr. Temple- 
man an injustice, but his romraks sum- 
marized In other words are to the ef- 
fect that if It Is right to bring in a 
menagerie of races from Europe, It Is 
right to encourage the immigration of 
Orientals; that we cannot apply to tho 
Japanese the restrictions Imposed on 
tho Chinese, and, therefore, (we now 
quote his own lunguatro) "logically tho 
Chinese should be permitted to conio 
in unrestricted also." Having said 
this, ih o Minister added that "ho was 
prepared to support any measure at 
Ottawa that would accomplish the ob- 



ject tie had in mind, that was "to con- 
serve Canada for a people, which; how- 
ever varied at first in race and tongue, 
would eventually resolve foito one great 
homogeneous confederation and united 
citizenship." If any man can spell out 
of these observations that Mr. Tem- 
ploman is opposed to Japanese, Chi- 
nese or Hindu Immigration, he will ex- 
hibit a great deal of Ingenuity. As wo 
understand the matter, he would place 
European races, "with idiosyncracles," 
Japanese and Chinese upon precisely 
the same footing, and If uny one of 

ithem is to be admitted Into the coun- 
try, the others ought to be. He did 
not speak of the Hindus, but it can 
hardly be that he would deny to the 

! subjects of the British crown a privi- 
lege that ho would grant to aliens. We 
find no difficulty in commending Mr. 
Terhplerrian's frankness, but we differ 
from him very widely as to the pol- 
icy which Canada ought to adopt. We 
dissent from tho opinion that because 
a few hundred Doukohors have been 
brought into the country by his gov- 
ernment, the doors ought to bo thrown 
open to Asiatics of every description 
We do not believe that because for 
Imperial reasons we are forced to al- 
low Japanese Immlgratl in to some ex- 
tent, we ought to do ar-nv with the 
restrictions on Chineso immigration. 
However, it is well to auow where tin- 
Minister stands on this vorv important 
ntcstion. We could have wished thai 
he had intimated wtut'.ur or not !;e 
proposed to advise Sir W^frM Taurler 
to arrange with tho Japanese govern- 
ment to limit the number of Japanese 
emigrants to Canada, .n! that he had 
indicated an intention to do somethiri.*? 
to prevent the country from being ov- 
errun with Hindus to their own great 
disadvantage and to tho injury of the 
community, but we admit tnat an ex- 
pression of such vIsa'3 would have 
been antagonistic to ,-hru his pap-r 
reports him as having said.

The Australian Tariff 

Details of the new Australian tariff 
show that the protectionist principle 
was thoroughly recognized in its fram- 
ing. The mistake 1 made by Mr. Hold- 
ing in 1S97 has not been followed by 
the Australian government. for In no 
Instance has the level of duties, ua re- 
duced by the British preference, been 
allowed to fall below the mark calcula- 
ted to give the homo ' manufacturer a 
fair show. The Australian government 
will not be compelled as was the Cana- 
dian, to withdraw a portion of Its gift 
to the manufacturers of Groat Britain 
111 an attempt to save the ruins of a 
home Industry. In many instances the 
duties to bo levied under the general 
tariff have been doubled. Another les- 
son I -nod from the Fielding tariff 
mls'tn of iS'.a is that a preference can- 
not safely, when thu principle of pro- 
tection is recognized, bo based upon a 
percentage. The Australian preference, 
therefore, like that In the last Fielding 
tariff runs all tho. way from G per eont. 
up to 100 per cent, no loss than 43 head- 
ings being under It) per cent. 3» Others 
under 16 per cent, and over 16; 60 at 
50 per cent, or more than 25 per cent 
and 75 headings under which a duty Of 
6 or 10 per cent is charged on the gen- 
eral tariff and British goods admitted 
free. Based on tho method of calcula- 
tion adopted in Canada, it Is estimated 
that tho Australian preference repres- 
ents a reduction of 41 per cent in the 
amount of the duty payable on similar 
Importations from other countries. This 
large percentage is secured by the ad- 
mission into Australia Of goods largely 
intended for the use of manufacturers 
free of duty from Great Britain, while 
a duty or from 5 to 10 per cent is lev- 
led upon similar importations from 
other countries. Considering that the 
greater proportion of these goods Is al- 
ready Imported from Great Britain, the 
Australian preference Is largely more 
Imaginary than real. It will probably 
be found in this respect quite the equal 
of the last Fielding tariff. 

The new tariff would appear, how- 
ever, to seriously threaten the trade 
which Canada has built up with Austra- 
lia. As a mere matter of dollars this 
trade is not a question of life or 
death, not having 'amounted hi any one 
year to as much as ?:!,000,000, that for 
1906 being $2,072,7.02. It has a value of 
some importance beyond the Impression 
convoyed by the figures quoted in that 
a very large- percentage consists of man- 
ufactured articles, and a very small per- 
centage of raw or partially manufactur- 
ed materials. Thus nearly 25 per Oi.-nt 
of the total exports of 1000 consisted of 
agricultural implements, part of which 
paid 10 per cent, the considerable por- 
tion entering duty free. Under the now 
tariff the duty under the general tariff 
Is ten per cent., while under the prefer- 
ence the free list Is continued. Can- 
ada's second largest export, that of pa- 
per, $383,167, is In a .similar position, 
having previously been free, while under 
the now general tariff the rate Is ten 
per cent., ami under the preference free. 
These two items agricultural implements 
and paper, it will be seen, last your 
made up almost 5(1 per cent, of Can- 
ada's exports to Australia. Of the re- 
maining items several will probably bo 
killed by the new tariff. One of these 
Is bicycles, tho rate having been In- 
creased from an advalorem duty of 20 
per cent to a specific duty of £5 5s under 
tho general tariff, and £6 under the pref- 
erence, or 30 and 25 per cent., advalorem, 
whichever may be the highest. That 
Is a protectionist rate, pure! and simple, 
and calculated to kill oft tho importa- 
tion of all except tho most expensive 
wheels. Canada's export of bicycles to 
Australia In 1906 amounted to $17,111. 
Furniture, of which Canada, in 1900 ex- 
ported $3!,:t80 worth, is practically In 
tho same position, the duty having been 
increased from 20 per cent, to 4 per 
bent and ;io per cent respectively. Other 
lines in which tin: business now done 
Is small, but which were capable of de- 
velopment, will verv likely be nlpned in 
the bud by the Australian adoption Of 
protection. Roughly sneaking, therefore, 
the position of Canada under tho new 
tariff Is that some lines representing 28 
per cent of our exports, In which busi- 
ness might have been developed, will be 
Checked or extinguished, 25 per cent, is 
■\ot affected and the remaining 50 per 
cent will, unless tho preference is ex- 
tended to Canada, bo handicapped by a 
lutv of 10 per cent. It is questionable, 
however; If that duty will kill off the 
•,rodo. 

It must bo admitted that Canada has 
not much to offer In return for the 
preference Our Imports from Australia 
in moo only amounted to a bagatelle, 
$22(1,107, and of this $10!), 097, or almost 
90 per cent, entered duty free, — Mon- 
treal Gazette

VALUES KOOTEHAY L 



Tells What Land Should 
Worth and Probable 
Returns 



Nelson, Sept. 12. — An estimate of the 
value of Kooteriay fruit land- under 
process of cultivation lias been ina.le 
by Alex. Lucas, provincial assessor. 
3Vlr. Lucas' estimate is based on the 
probable return of capital invested In 
:the.so lands and apart altogether from 
any speculative value possessed by 
them. 

"Good fruit and under cultivation," 
Mr. Lucas says, "land clear of stumps 
and stories so tnat it may be cutivated 
by borso power, and carrying a per- 
petual water right, with the main 
ditch or Hume constructed to the land, 
and favorably '.situated on Howser, 
Kootenay, Sloean or the Arrow Lakes, 
or in the valleys of the streams or riv- 
ers emptying into or flowing out of 
these lukes, is worth from $1.50 to S-TjO 
per acre. Raw or unimproved land is 
worth the difference between the fig- 
ures named and what it will cost to 
bring it into a state of cultivation that 
I have above described. 

"A well selected and well cared for 
apple orchard, five years old, is worth 
$500 to $600 an acre, and at ten years 
old is worth from $1000 to $1200 an 
acre. ■ ' 

"The districts named above are, from 
a climatic and soil point of view, par- 
ticularly well adapted to the growing 
of apples, phims, cherries, strawber- 
ries and most of the small fruits of 
first class quality, and quite equal, If 
not superior, to the Okanagan Volley 
in British Columbia, Wehatchee, or 
Nortli Yakima districts In the State of 
Washington, or Hood River, Oregon, 
or Le\»iston, Idaho. This is, acknowl- 
edged by experts who have carefully 
investigated the matter, and may be 
verified by any one who will take the 
trouble to inform himself of the facts. 

"I have marie a careful investigation 
by correspondence and by personally 
visiting the districts named above in 
regard to the value of fruit lands and 
orchards, and find the average prices 
or values to be as follows: Good 
lands tinder cultivation, with a per- 
petual water right, occlusive of Im- 
provements, sells at from S3G0 .to $600 
an acre. A well selected, well cared 
for apple orchard, five years od, from 
S800 to $1000, and a fully matured or- 
chard, say, ten years old, from $1200 to 
S1S00 an acre.- 

"The only reason that fruit lands 
and .orchard.? are selling for less In 
West Kootenay than thoy are in the 
,oi_r districts named is because they 
' "aiu" hot so well known. If the value3 
'I have named are approximately cor- 
rect, and I submit they are, the mar- 
gin between the values I have placed 
on West Kootenay fruit lands and 
what the same quality of land is sell- 
ing for in the Okanagan and the other 
districts mentioned, should be suffici- 
ent inducement to capitalists to invest 
in Kootenay lands. That the values 
named are not unreasonable may be 
seen by an examination of the cost of 
planting and caring for an apple or- 
chard, and the net returns that may 
be reasonably expected. 

"It costs about $35 to plant an acre 
Sn first class one-year-old apple trees 
(Including cost of trees) and an aver- 
age of about 515 an acre per annum 
for the first five years of cultivation, 
pruning and spraying. You may rea- 
sonably expect the orchard to yield 
enough the fifth year to pay expenses. 

"The not average annual return that 
may bo reasonably expected per acre, 
lias been placed by men actually en- 
gaged in the business at $200. I have 
ovidence of many cases yielding a far 
higher sum in the Okanagan, as high 
as $600 net. and. in AVenatchee, Hood 
River and North Yakima as high as 
S600 and $700 net, and some individual 
cases as high as $1000 net, but on the 
average, ono year with another, I 
think $200 a conservative estimate. 

"From the evidence I have collected 
I am convinced that AVest Kootenay is 
equal, if not superior, to any other 
known district for growing fancy, first 
class apples, and that their keeping 
qualities are unequalled. 

"Taking my' figures as a basis, it 
will bo seen that a first class five- 
year-old orchard will cost the owner 
$360 an acre and Is worth $550. After 
five years it will begin to pay a profit, 
and at say, ten years old, the owner 
will have received the profits from the 
fruit produced for live years in addi- 
tion to what he may grow between the 
rows of apple trees, and his orchard 
Will stand him $360 per acre and be 
worth $1200 per acre. 

"Another way of arriving at the 
vnluo of an orchard is to take the val- 
ue admitted by experts that a well 
cared for apple tree will increase in 
value, at the rate of $1.25 a year for 
the first ten years, so that each apple 
tree will be. worth $12.50 when ten 
years old, and taking seventy trees to 
the aero would equal $8.76.50, .plus $250 
tlie original cost of the land, and your 
total value will bo $1 125.50 per acre." 

Neck was Broken 

Greenwood, Sept. 12. — Oliver *3pur- ! 
deaux was killed Tuesday by falling 
or jumping from an attic window In ! 
a building at Aanaconda. where ho had 
g-one to sleep. Ho was up In years 
and latterly not prosperous. It is sup- 
posed that ho either mistook an open 
window for a door and stepped out 
to his death, or fell from the walk that 
leads to an outbuilding. The distance 
to tho ground is considerable and the 
result of the fall or jump as the case 
may have been was a broken neck. • 

Lineman Electrocuted 

\ r ancouver, Sept. 12. — James Plough- 
man, a lineman working for the II, C. 
lOlcctric Railway company was elec- 
trocuted yesterday afternoon. He was 
working on a polo located nt tho cor- 
ner of Princess street and West minster 
avenue, and accidentally took hold of 
a. live wire. The shock parlyzed him 
and ho fell back among tho wires. 
After much work on the part of the 
other workmen, ho was finally extri- 
cated and taken down to tho pavement 
and Drs. Conklin and Brydono Jack 
wero summoned to render modlcm aid. 
The shock was a strong one, and In 
splto of all efforts on tho part of the 
physicians to save him, he died a few 
minutes after tho accident.- ,

Summit Camp Affected — Unions 
Want Government to 
Operate Mines 



Phoenix, B. C, Sept. 12. — Propor- 
tionately with other boundary camps, 
Summit camp, located eight miles 
from Phoenix by letthor the Great Nor- 
thern or C. I'. R„ has probably suffer- 
ed more than any other in this sec- 
tion from the coke shortage at the 
district smelters, thus throwhig maiiy' 
men out of employment who were 
working in the mines. Tho British 
Columbia Copper company has its wall 
known 13m ma, Oro Denoro and B. C. 
mines in Summit camp, and the Do- 
minion Copper company has its Moun- 
tain Rose mine in the same locality, 
the forces at all those properties hav- 
ing been reduced. 

At a mass meeting of the miners, 
held there last Saturday night, a com- 
mittee, consisting of George McLeod, 
Charles Bernott and Charles Mee, was 
appointed to draw up resolutions of 
protest to be sent to tho Hon. Richard 
McBridc, minister of mines, at A'lc- 
toria, . that coke' should be exported 
when British Columbia smelters were 
suffering for it and when it Is ex- 
pressly prohibited in such a case. The 
resolutions were as follows: 

"To Hon. Richard McBride, minister 
of mines, A'lctorla, B. C. 

"Whereas, there is a serious short- 
age of the coke necessary to carry on 
the smelting industry in Southern Bri- 
tish Columbia, which has resulted in 
a great reduction of the oro smelted, 
(hereby throwing a large number of 
men working in and around tho Sum- 
mit mines out of employment, and 
thereby causing to us a great loss in 
wages, which we can ill' afford to en- 
dure; and, 

'Whereas, the charter of tho Crow's 
Nest Pass Coal company provides that 
all mines and smelters in Yale and 
Kootenay shall be furnished first with 
a sufficient supply of coke and coal, 
and 

"Whereas, over 27,000 tons of coke 
have been exported to United States 
smelters during the present year; and 

"Whereas, G. G. S. Lindsay, manager 
of the Crow's Nest Pass Coal company, 
has issued a statement in tho matter 
in which he has demonstrated that one 
of tho greatest factors of the coke 
shortago Is that his company Is paying 
so low a wago around the coke ovens 
and loading cars that men are difficult 
to secure to perform this necessary 
labor, and In this statement Mr. Lind- 
say has shown that his malignant hate 
of the working class has carried him 
to an extreme point verging on absur- 
dity, where he oven begrudged the fair 
wages paid to the minors and smelter- 
men by companies with which ho has 
no connection; and, 

'Whereas, Mr. Lindsay has, as we 
are Informed and believe, taken steps 
to make arrangements with a Japanese 
coolio contracting concern in Vanuou- 
ver, A. S. Tsujimura, by' name, to sup- 
ply his company with a largo number 
of Japs; and, 

"Whereas, considering the well 
known profitable business done by the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal company, if 
Mr. Lindsay possesses a particle of 
justice, he will give to tho men now 
producing and handling coke a living 
wage, instead of their having to do 
two days' work In one In order to earn 
ono day's starvation pay — in which 
ease he will very quickly find his so- 
called shortage of labor disappearing;, 
and, 

"Whereas, fear has been expressed 
that tho disastrous coal and coke fam- 
ine of last winter will be repeated, and 
theao unnecessary hut continually re- 
curring famines of coke and coal, 
which result in terrible and Incalcul- 
able suffering, when there Is coal en- 
ough and to spare in British Colum- 
bia to supply the whole country, call 
for Immediate and sharp notion on the 
part of the provincial government and 

"Whereas, the provincial government 
has large areas of coal lands In re- 
serve; therefore, be It 

"Resolved, that the Summit camp 
m'i'hers, In mass meeting assembled on 
September 6, 1907, urge the govern- 
ment to immediately enforce tho pen- 
alty against the Crow's Nest Pass Coal 
company for failure to first supply its 
coke to tho smelters of Yale and 
Kootenay; and be it further 

"Resolved that the provincial gov- 
ernment ho urged' to immediately put 
sufficient of its coal lands in such 



state of development that tho govern- 
ment; can' control all such situations 
arising in the future, and endeavor to 
pay a living wage for the mining of 
coal and tho maki'ng and handling, of 
coko." 

It Is understood that the miners' and 
smeltermen's unions in Grand Forks, 
Greenwood nad Boundary Falls will 
shortly take action along similar lines 
to tho above. Phoenix union having al- 
ready passed resolutions regarding tho 
coke shortago and sent the same' to 
tho minister of mines.

Body of Discoverer of McKinley Mine 
Found — Suspicious Circumstances 

Grand Forks, Sept. 12.— The body 
of James Welcher, hotter known 
as Deadshot Jim, has just boon 
found In ten feet of . water In Curley 
lake, Washington. Mr. AVclcher had 
Ixien missing ever since the Labor Lay 
picnic at this lake. A valuable gold 
watch ho was carrying, as well as some 
money, was missing frouii .his body 
when found. Foul play Is suspected. 

Tho American authorities are now 
holding an investigation into the cause 
of ills death. The deceased was about 
fifty years of age and unmarried. He 
was the original locator of the famous 
McKinley mine in Franklin camp and 
was called the father of Franklin camp 
itself.

Terminal City Man Objects to Being 
Mulcted for Small Change When 
Paying His Taxes 
' 

Vancouver, li. C, Sept. 12.— James 
Lick, proprietor of tho A'ancouver 
woodyard, and a well known club man, 
has two cents coming to him from tho 
city and he intends to get It. Ho will 
send a bill into the council for it and 
if necessary will bring suit to recover 
it. It is to bo hoped that tho finance 
committee will see Its way to recom- 
mending the payment of the bill and 
that tho mayor will lose no time In 
signing the cheque and restoring the 
fair name of Vancouver. 

When Mr. Dick went Into the city 
hall tho other day to pay his taxes ho 
was in excellent spirits, having recent- 
ly made a complete recovery from a 
nasty accident which broke a tendon 
In his leg. At the wicket ho paid the 
amount of his taxes. The cents- col- 
li nwi ended in the- figure 3 and Mr. 
Dick, out of curiosity to sec what 
would happen, having paid an even 
amount, asked for two cents change, 
to which he was entitled. The clerk 
at the wicket told him that five cents 
was the lowest legal tender In Canada 
and there was no change coming. 

"How long have you been In Can- 
ada?" inquired Mr. Lick. Tho clerk 
replied that he was too busy to dis- 
cuss the matter and that Mr. Dick had 
nothing coming. 

"We'll see about that," remarked Mr. 
Dick, and issued forth from tho city 
hall feeling better than ever. 

Having begun to consider the sub- 
ject, Mr. Dick proceeded to make some 
calculations and discovered that by 
collecting "overs" of 3 cents each from 
500 tax-payers tho clerk would get $15 
more than his cash book would have a 
right to show at the end of the day.

The almost entlro lack of regard 
shown by tho public visiting the Bea- 
con Hill park of tho park regulations 
drew, forth an energetic, protest from 
George E. Wilkerson at a mooting of 
tho parks, board held yesterday after- 
noon at the city ball and brought on 
a ill.scus.sfrm which resulted in a mo- 
tion to tho effect that hereafter the 
parkkeepor and hh> assistants will he 
given the standing of special con- 
stables and on Sundays and other days 
when crowds congregate in tho park 
will strictly enforce the park regula- 
tions. 

At- the last meeting of tile parks 
board it was decided to ask the chief 
of police to see that tho regulations 
were enforced but while the police 
constables on duty had been given a 
copy of the regulations nothing, so 
Mr. Wilkerson declared, had apparent- 
ly been done to stop tho repeated 
breaches of the rules. On tho last two 
Sundays, Mr. Wilkerson stated, he 
had soon many dogs rushing about 
across the grounds and boys were in 
tho act of breaking off boughs from 
the trees, While Mayor Morley' stated 
that ho had seen some boys, while 
passing through tho park, heaving 
rocks at the signs. Tho constable in 
charge of the park had told Mr. "Wil- 
kerson that ho had made complaints 
to the police but nothing had been 
done. , 

Mayor Morley suggested that the 
bettor plan would bo to engage some 
of tho men employed around the park, 
give them a little extra money and 
havo them on hand on Sundays. This 
suggestion, as incorporated In Mr. 
Willterson's motion, was finally de- 
cided upon. 

In response to tho order issued at 
the last meeting of the hoard to the 
British Columbia Electric company 
that all wires and guy wires belong- 
ing to tho company should immediate- 
ly be removed from tho trees upon 
city property wherever so located, i 
letter received from A. T. Goward, lo 
cal manager of tho company, was 
read. Mr. Goward admitted that the 
company had strung wires on a few 
of the city trees but was willing to 
remove them, though in some cases it 
would possibly be necessary to put in 
guy stubs to hold the poles In position 
The company, Mr. Goward stated 
wished to co-operate with the parks 
board in' any plan of beautifying tli 
city, fully realizing that anything that 
helped in making tho city more beau- 
tiful indirectly benefited the company 
which was at all times ready Jo ...work 
In haxnjony . s with . the. ..boaul.- . -.. Jlo 
thought It W&fl,; howe'Ver, unfortunate 
"that tho first relations between the 
company and tho parks board should 
have taken the form of an ; ; orVler 
framed on somewhat unnecessarily 
drastic lines." 

John Arbuthnot, chairman of the 
board, stated that tho board had no 
idea of taking any drastic measures, 
Ho took Mr. Go-ward's letter to mean 
t-hat the company was willing to re 
move the wires where attached to trees 
on the city property. He suggested 
that the clerk write tho company to 
the effect that the board appreciates 
the company's deslro to eo-operato 
with tho board, at the same time to 
suggest to tho company that before 
commencing on tho work 'of stringing 
Wires where it would be necessary to 
cut trees to first notify the city auth 
orities and obtain perrnijfslon; Mayor 
Morley claimed that though it was a 
month ngo slu.ee the company was 
asked to remove the wires from the 
trees nothing had boon done, partlcu 
larl.v at and within tho entrance to 
the park. Tills tho members of tho 
board thought should bo done at once 
Mayor Morley also objected to allow- 
ing the company to put In guy stubs 
He had written to the company to 
say so. 

A request Of J. Hadwell, New West- 
minster, for 0110 of the swans, the 
property of tho city, will be granted, 
but a similar request from the Bran- 
don, Manitoba, Fair association for a 
pair of swans will not bo granted for 
the present at least, as the. number of 
birds at the disposal of the city is 
limited. Mayor Morley thought tho 
city could afford lo get rid of a num- 
ber of geese of tho common garden 
variety . now kept at the Beacon Hill 
park. 

City JSnglneer Topp wrote to the 
board stating that oa several streets 
where sidewalks and pairing operations 
were being done trees Interfered with 
tho work and asked for power to re- 
move them. It was decided that a 
committee consisting of F. B. Pember- 
ton, chairman of the . boulevard corh- 
tflittee, Aid. Henderson, chairman of 
tho streets, bridges and - sewers com- 
mittee, and tho city engineer, should 
go over the streets and ascertain whit 
trees require to, be moved. ' 

The question of the appointment of 
a boulevard superintendent, which 
lias been ug for consideration for some 
time, was settled by the appointment 
of D. D. England, until recently parks 
superintendent at Winnipeg. Mr. 
England will bo engaged temporarily 
at a remuneration of $3.50 a day and 
will be authorized to engago sufficient 
help to allow of the work on tho 
boulevards being expeditiously done, 
the first work to be undertaken being 
Heywood avenue. Mr. England will 
Work under the city engineer's de- 
partment. 

hi discussing the work on tho boule- 
vards Mr. Wilkerson stated that In Ills 
opinion provision should be made for 
an approach oyer the boulevard for 
each property owner along tho .thor- 
oughfare, In Victoria where there are 
no lanes at the rear of the property 
all articles' of goods taken upon any 
property had to bo taken in through 
the front over the boulevard. 

Mr. Arbuthnot maintained that such 
approaches were not required, but If 
any property owner wanted such they 
could bo accommodated provided they 
paid tho expense of laying the ap- 
proach from the .street across the 
boulevard. 

It was explained that the cost of 
such approaches had already .linen 
charged up in the cost of the boulo- 
vardlng, which it is Intended to start 
immediately. It was thought that the 



boulevard, superintendent, when over- 
seeing tho work of houle\ r ardlng,_coultI 
ascertain from Mio_ property . owners 
whether or not thoy desired tho ap- 
proaches. It was decided to leave tho 
matter to a committeo consisting of 
tho city engineer, tho water commis- 
sioner and the boulevard superintend- 
ent. 

The question of malting connections 
With tho water mains for the purposes 
of watering the boulevards was refer- 
red to the engineer and superintend- 
ent, with power to act. In July tho 
parks board decided that such connec- 
tions should be, made every- hundred 
feet while ono or 'two of tho members 
of the board tlirought every 200 feet 
would be about right, Those present 
at tho meeting wero: CVairman Zo\m 
ArbuthnrJt, Mayor Morley, Aldermen 
Henderson and Vincent and F. B. 
Pembcrton, John Nelson and G. E. 
Wilkerson.

Tho figs are of excel- 
lent size, taste and color and compare 
very favorably with the best Smyrna 
article. 

The fact (hat figs could be grown in 
this province lias been known for some 
time. Tho discovery of tig trees 
growing wild near Nanalino some two 
years ago lias given rise to the con- 
tention Jocularly advanced, no doubt, 
that Vancouver Island and not the 
Euphrates valley was tho original Gar- 
don of Eden and cradio of the human 
race.

RICH SILVER STRIKE 
IS MADE IK NORTH 



THIS YEAR IS LARGER STILL 



Returns are Expected to Touch Million 
and a Half Dollar 
Mark 



Tho total revenue from timber for 
the llscal year which ended Juno 30 
last, amounted to $1,201,220, by long 
odds the highest figure which has 
boon reached in tho history of the 
province. Never before has the ac- 
tivity been so great and it Is expected 
that if tho present activity keeps up 
the r»vonue from all sources connect- 
ed with timber for the present fiscal 
year will amount to fully .$l;500,000. 
Licenses are being issued as fast as 
the departmont can prepare them. 
In ono month recently over 1,000 were 
issued. Last month over eight hun- 
dred wero Issued and it is thought 
that tho total for tho present month 
will be greater than tho last figure. 
The department has sufficient applica- 
tions for timber licenses to keep them 
busy for the next three or four months. 
The license fee levied for timber lands 
east of the Cascades is $115 per square 
mile or 0-10 acres, and $140 for timber 
land west of the Cascades. 

In tho iiscal year ended tho total 
collections for timber licenses amount- 
oil to $893,349.77. This represents 
about 7,150 licenses Issued which 
would represent timber land to the ex- 
tent of nearly four million and a half 
acres; staked. 

Tho revonno from timber licenses 
was greatest during the month of May 
of the present year, when $120,020 was 
eolloeted from this source alone. In 
November 1906, $105,358.80 was collect- 
ed from tho same source. Last Juno 
tho provincial exchequer was enriched 
by $100,881, also from timber licenses. 

The second richest source of revenue 
In connection with timber coines from 
timber royalties. For tho fiscal year 
ended June 30, $252,877 was collected. 
Tho heaviest revenue for tho year was 
In July 1006, when some $51,737 was 
received, in January of tho present 
year the returns show $41,130. 

From timber leases the revenue for 
tho year amounted to $05,219.90.

Portland Canal Company's Pro- 
perties Show Good Values 
in Ores 



Very encouraging news has been re- 
ceived from the properties of the Port- 
land Canal Mining company, which are 
situated on Glacier creek, on tho Port- 
land canal, considerable bodies of ex- 
ceedingly rich silver ore carrying 
native and wire .silver having been 
encountered. The mining company is 
a local concern, the stock being owned 
by Victorians and residents of Hun- 
cans. 

A. H. Rlddesdale, Who is one of the 
heavy stockholders in the company, 
and was ono of the locators of the 
mines, received news yesterday from 
one of the employees of the company 
who had just reached town from tile 
mines, that a very rich strike had 
been made in the tunnel on tho Little 
Joe, ono of the company's claims. Ho 
stated that the vein in tho face, of the 
tunnel was literally encrusted with 
wire silver. The characteristic ore 
of the property is a black quartz carry- 
ing values in silver, lead and gold, tho 
gold being usually associated with 
masses of Iron pyrites. 

Tho property is being developed by 
two tunnels being driven In the vein 
on the Little .hie, one of which Is in 
100 feet and the other 50. A shaft 
is also being Stink on the Gypsy, an- 
other of the claims In the group, which 
1h now down about So feet, and lias 
three feet of solid ore hi tho bottom 
of the shaft. Tho management was 
so much encouraged by tho showing 
made by development, that some time 
ago all stock was withdrawn from the 
market.. As there are ample, funds 
In tho treasury for present purposes, 
it is unlikely that any more will bo 
issued.

At tho present time tho timber boom 
has not .In the slightest degree fallen 
off. There are more cruisers in the 
Woods jthah thero wore - two months 
ngo. Tho demand for timber lands 
hero is ; greater than over and every 
day sees tho influx of fresh capitalists 
looking for timber lands. \- 

The movement in capital to this pro- 
vince is also strikingly demonstrated 
by tho activity in connection with coal 
lands. The applications for coal li- 
censes have been very great during 
the fiscal year just ended and whilo 
within the last month tho number has 
somewhat fallen off it is expected that 
towards the close of the present month 
It will again commence. 
, For coal lands staked In East Koo- 
tenay 225 licenses were issued. For 
coal lands in the rest of the province 
the number was 183. . The revenue 
to the province from this sourco at 
tho rate charged, $100 per license, 
amounted to $10,800. 

With the activity in coal lands on 
Grahamo and Moresby islands this 
amount will be greatly swollen during 
the present fiscal year.

MADAME_BERNHART 

Is she really sixty? 0»- only thirty? 
Even when you see her off the stage, 
you usk yourself these questions about 
this actress of everlasting youth, this 
most interesting personality on the 
world's stage. I have had moro than 
one little chat with tho "divine Sarah'? 
in New York, London, Paris, and not 
half the anecdote and comment, that 
fell from her lips can bo told In tho 
space here at my disposal. 

I spoke to her of .her earlier career 
— of how sho got the prize at tho 
Paris' Conservatoire that entitled her 
to a debut at the Theatre Frauoals; 
of how sho sprang Into personal fame 
later, at the Gymnase, by slapping the 
face of a sister actress; of her ca- 
prices, her independence, her various 
eccentricities; her work In painting 
and sculpture and how she received 
her friends, brush In hand, attired as 
a man-artist; of her naps In a luxur- 
lus coffin of velvet; of her trips in 
balloons, but seldom would she talk 
of herself, seeming always to wish to 
choose the topics that suited her 
whim of the moment. Once, how- 
ever, she did speak of her early stage 
life, telling mo of her "double." 

"Ah! that woman! she posed — as 
Bernhardt — for months. But that 
woman — she got fat. 'Tres blen!' I 
said to myself, 'now I must get thin.' 
I was thin — I must get thinner. I did 
everything to gut thin. But 1 learned 
that my double was doing tho same. 
So I made myself fat again — as fat as 
ever I had been. And then, mon- 
sieur, that woman, she also got fat 
again. And when onco more I be- 
came thin — my double, she stayed fat 
and never could get thin again — it was 
funny, monsieur, funny— at Hint time." 

Madame Bernhart — "Madame," be- 
cause once upon a time she married 
a very handsome Greek gentleman, an 
actor, since dead — onco Madame spoke 
of the master-novelist, Hugo. "I 
asked the poet for his autograph. To 
my surprise he wrote it on the ex- 
treme utter edge of the sheet of paper. 
He said he knew I was careless with 
autographs, and that once an Impos- 
tor hud obtained his autograph and 
then written over it an indorsement of 
a patent medicine. Ah! that was pre- 
caution, monsieur. 

During tha! same chut, It was in 
Paris, Madame Bernhart told me this 
of the master-dramatist, Sardou: 
"One day a woman had been murdered 
in a house about five streets from 
Sardou 's home. He asked a friend, 
an American lady, to walk with him 
to that house of tho murder. Sardou 
knew all about the murdered woman. 
Gesticulating with his umbrella, as he 
any my friend stood before- t lie house, 
Sardou described the balcony by which 
the murderer had entered the woman's 
apartments, showed how many steps 
he had to take in crossing the room, 
and indicated the exact position of tho 
man and the woman when the death-, 
blow was struck. Thus he drama- 
tized the episode on the spot. 

"And that is just the way the great 
Sardou works out the details of ills 
plays. He even gives tho costumer 
the designs of the costumes. He de- 
cides nil questions of scenery, he se- 
lects every ornament to be used in a 
scene, and then he shows the actors 
how to play the parts. No one thinks 
of disobeying Sardou. He commands 
— like the captain of a ship." 

On another occasion Madame Hern- 
hart, talked to me on subjects dear to 
women. "Corsets!" she exclaimed. 
"Bull! We are -sending missionaries 
to China to organize a Natural Poet 
society for the Chinese women. But 
this is what should happen; The 
Chinese should send missionaries to 
us to organize a Natural Waist soci- 
ety. Which is the greater monstros- 
ity, tho little Chinese foot, or "tho de- 
formed figure of the European, made 
by wcaripg corsets?" 

"The Greek for dress? For us? Ah, 
yes! had we the Grecian climate! But 
for us, in our modern life and in our 
northern continental climate, the clas- 
sic Greek dress Is Impossible. Japanese 
dress? No! No better than the 
Greek. In Japanese dress the Euro- 
pean woman is awkward, so very awk- 
ward. But either of these modes of 
dress, Greek or Japanese, would have 
one advantage. They would do away 
with the meaningless, so-called change 
of fashion. Riding habits? A '»:o- 
tnati perched sideways on a horse, Ab- 
surd! Were we not so accustomed to 
the spectacle, we would be convulsed 
with laughter.

Lacrosse Catching on and Rapidly 
Spreading Throughout the 
Entire Commonwealth 



Melbourne, Sept. 12. — Lacron.se is not 
a young- game In Australia. It lias 
been played in different parts of the 
country for more than HO years. It 
lias developed upon different lines to 
the Canadian brand, anil is now pop- 
ularly known in tlii.i country as "the 
game for thoroughbreds." It has at- 
tracted many of the very best athletes 
of the country, and for the last few 
years has been recruiting Its teams 
largely from the ranks of the football- 
ers, who take to the Canadian game 
with great avidity, and usually with 
much success. The Australians • depend 
greatly upon their 'speefi, fleetness of 
foot being a characteristic demanded 
by the public in all the strenuous 
games. They play with their goals 
from 150 to 175 yards apart, and use a 
much lighter ball than that used by 
the Canadians. Their combination 
play is not so well developed as It is 
in Canada, although they often do 
pretty work in passing in .what they 
call their "wing" play, which consists 
in attacking from the sides instead of 
making a direct concerted rush on the 
goals, as our players do in Canada. 

Naturally they depend much moro 
upon Individual /play than do the Ca- 
nadians, but their Individual play is 
sometimes very effective, as the largo 
Holds give the players an opportunity 
to "shino." Wo "nave found that the 
Australian "lacrosseurs," as they are 
'called here, are always' in tlio : very 
pink of condition. They always ap- 
pear fresh in the last- quarter, no mat- 
ter how much hard running or check- 
ing they have done. The teams which 

'we have met have undergone weeks of 
hard training in private hotels. Thoy 
are the picked players of the whole 
country. It was, however, only the 
handicap of playing on so large a field 
that defeated the Canadians at Mel- 
bourne; as our team outshone the Aus- 
tralians in stick work, combination 
and tactics. The team was not in 
condition to stand as strenuous a game 
on so large a field. The centre-flelders 

■weakened in the last quarter, hence 
the defeat. • ■ 

Australian Sporting People 
The Australians are undoubtedly a 
great sporting people'.' The Canadians 
have been surprised at the warmth of 
the reception they have received, and 
at the ardor with which the Austra- 
lian public is taking up the national 
game of the Canadians. Cricket and 
football are, of course, the' great 

iganies. The Saturday before wo ploy oil; 

pNejV South Wales in- Sydney that city 
furnished. a- crowd of 51!, 000 people for 
an international football match be- 
tween New Zealand and Australia, in 
which New Zealand was victorious. 
Test matches in cricket between Kng- 
land and Australia bring similar 
crowds, while much larger crowds 
gather to witness the principal racing 
events, such as the famous Melbourne 
cup race. 

; The sporting organizations conse- 
quently receive first-class support 
from. the public, which enables them 
to spend almost any amount of money 
in order that they may have the very 
best of grounds and the beat and most 
modern conveniences for the specta- 
tors as well as the athletes. 

Tho Melbourne cricket ground and 
•the Sydney cricket ground are prob- 



ably as line sporting Holds as aro to 
be found an3' place in the world. The 
Australians claim so, at any rate, and, 
after one has seen those famous fields, 
he feels quite ready to believe what hu 
is told concerning them. \ 

Socially the 'Canadians have been 
treated as tho lions of the season 
wherever they have been. At Bris- 
bane there were Innumerable social 
functions to be attended. Excursions 
up tho river, drag rides, receptions, 
balls and smokers were all in tho 
week's itinerary. The boys were pre- 
sented to the governor of Queensland, 
Lord Chelmsford, and were officially 
received by Mayor Thompson. Tho 
hospitality "of the Brisbane people Is of 
a most spontaneous and thoroughly 
'delightful character, and the same can 
be said of that of tho people of Syd- 
i ney, Melbourne and Adelaide. 
I At Melbourne the members of tho 
team were tendered a reception in tho 
reception rooms of the federal house of

During the Winter 



OTHER . CHANGES COMPUTED 



When One Steamer Leaves Vancouver 
for Seattle Othor Leaves Sound 
for Mainland via Victoria 



Arrangements are being: planned tor 
a winter service between Victoria and 
Seattle and Victoria and Vancouver; 
Which will bo much better than dur- 
ing previous seasons. It Is probable 
that beginning on November 1 the 
steamer Princess Royal will be placed 
in service to run on a schedule al- 
ternating with, the steamer Princes 
.Victoria. Last year the steamer Prln 
cess Beatrice was operated between 
Victoria and Seattle and the Princess 
Victoria between this port and Van- 
couver. It is understood that this win- 
tor both the Princess ..Victoria. . and 
Trincess Royal will be operated on the 
so-called triangular route, ono leav- 
ing Vancouver at the same time that 
the other leaves Seattle. The Steam- 
qrs will meet at Victoria. 

Another change proposed will afCect 
the northern British Columbia route, 
inuring past seasons a fortnightly serv- 
ice lias" been given to Skagwny and to 
Kaas and northern British Columbia 
ports. This 'winter when the weekly 
schedule, ends early In November the 
Bteamer Princess May will be main- 
tained alo'iio by the C. P. It. on the 
Lynn canal route, and two steamers, 
the Princess Beatrice and Amur, which 
is at present tied up, will be main- 
tained on the, northern British Colum- 
bia-run, alternating in a weekly' serv- 
ice. One of the steamers will go to 
Skidegate and other ijueen Charlotte 
island porta, witli which a growing 
trade is being developed, on every trip. 

The steamer Princess Royal, Cap- 
tain Hughes, left Inst night for Skag- 
way via the usual ports of call, carry- 
ing a smaller complement of freight 
than usual, owing to the approaching 
close of navigation on the Yukon. 
Among the passengers of the steamer 
wore Captain John- - Irving, who is 
bound to the mining .district 'near Con- 
rad, where lie is heavily Interested. 
lie was accompanied by Mrs. and the 
Hisses Irving. Others on board were 
Jlrs. Allgood, wife of the commander 
of H. M; S. Shearwater; Lloyd A. Man- 
ly, John Houston, editor and publisher 
of the Prince Rupert Empire, which he 
hereafter proposes to issue from Prince 
Rupert h: k. Klrby, T. S. McPherson, 
H. M.' Fuller-ton, C. Carstalrs, J. B. 
Adam and .Messrs. Smith and Madden. 

Chief Oillcer Richardson of the Prin- 
cess Royal went as pilot on this voy- 
age, having boon appointed to fill the 
post vacated by Captain Xcroutsos, 
■who has been given command of the 
steamer Queen City on the Rivers In- 
let route. Captain Gutins of that 
steamer has been transferred to the 
tug Czar, which Is used by the C. P. R. 
in the gulf ferry service. Captain Ne- 
routsos went with Captain Gunns on 
the present trip of the Queen City to 
acquaint himself jvith the ports of call. 

The coming of the new steamers for 
the C. P. R. coast steamship service 
Will result in promotions for many of 
the oilicers of the service, and they are 
looking forward to tin; arrival of the 
Hew Princesses.

About 
that time ono of the coal-passers came 
from the lire room and learning that 
a cook was needed owing to the strike 
r.t the Chinese he volunteered his ser- 
vices.

New Feature of British Legislature 
Brought Into Effect Concern- 
ing Loss of Nicaraguan 



TOLLING OF LUTE'S BELL 



How Lloyds Announces Fateful News 
of Disnstcrs^-Mystories of Many 
Missing Vessels 



The loss of tho steamer Nicaraguan, 
which has been posted as missing at 
Lloyds, will cost her owners a con- 
siderable sum owing to the inclusion 
of seamen in the new Worlcfneln's 
Compensation' act which was enforced 
recently. Tho Nicaraguan is the first 
British steamer to become u total loss, 
since the passage of the act and she 
carried a crow of 45 hands, the groat 
majority of whom w.iuld como under 
tho full .C30') scale of the act, tho to- 
tal compensation to be mot by tho 
owners will be over £11,000. The act 
camo into force on July 11, afod the 
steamer was seriously overdue beforo 
that time. In the ordinary cruise tho 
steamer, which left Norfolk, Virginia 
on June 8 lor Dublin, would have taken 
about fifteen days on tho voyage, that 
is to say she should have arrived about 
June 2;i. Because of thesb facts it is 
probable that the claim for compen- 
sation under the act may be fought. 

The Nicaraguan was posted at 
Lloyd's a few day.3 ago, this melancholy 
procedure being accompanied by tho 
usual ringing of the Lu tine's bell. This 



pearance. But,- obviously, it is sel- 
dom that any definite verdict to ar- 
rived at, . "Though," said an under- 
writer recently in discussing the miss- 
ing vessels with" an interviewer, saicl: 
"The reason tor- the disappearance is 
often obvious enough to a plain man, 
only some people are so sensitive that 
one has to bo careful of one's words. 
And, you sco in such casesi one can 
hardly get proof positive of neg- 
ligence." 

Though absolute proof cun never ho 
got, it Is morally certain that some 
vessels have vanished because a light 
load-lino is not insisted on, as is the 
PHmsoll mark to prevent overloading. 
That reason accounts for a host of 
missing sailing vessels. They were 
under- ballasted and turned bottom 
up. 

In a largo number of cases the miss- 
ing vessel will always remain a mys- 
tery. It is hard to account for the 
loss of such a fine liner as the White 
Star Naroriic, in February, 1893. She 
was of tho company's cargo fleet, a 
steel screw steamer of G.500 tons, near- 
ly new, well equipped, and weU man- 
ned. No exceptionally bad weather 
In the Atlantic was reported that Feb- 
ruary; no Icebergs wore reported cm 
tho usual routes, and there does not 
appear to have boon any collision witli 
another vessel; yet she vanished, all 
that remained for evidence being two 
lifboata floating bottom up. 

SINKING OF POWIS 

Serious Alienations Against Master at 
Board of Trade Enquiry 

Some serious allegations were made 
at an enquiry held recently at Cardilf 
by tho board of trade Into tho loss of 
the steamer Powis. Tho vessel, laden 
with iron ore, sank when three hours 
out from SeYlphOS, a Greek island of 
tho Cycladea group, whence the ore 
was obtained. It was urged before the 
court that the vessel had been dam- 
aged during loading, and that her loss 
was entirely duo to that fact. 

The court, however, found that the 
vessel was prematurely abandoned 
and was not navigated with proper 
seamanlike care. The conduct of the 
master indicated an absence of effort 
to save the vessel. 

The insurance of the Fowls oxcecded 
Its genuine value by .CO, 000. Tho 
master was indirectly, if not directly, 
Interested In her. There was some evi- 
dence of motive against the master, 
and strong evidence against tho man- 
aging owner for throwing tho vessel 
away. 

There w.'is no evidence showing that 
any preparation was made to scuttle 
the ship. Tho master had been guilty 
of gross negligence. His certilicato 
was suspended for fifteen months.

It seems that dur- 
ing the blow on Wednesday tin-' launch 
which had been anchored at Oak bay 
dragged her nmdhook and was on a 
reef off the Oak Bay hotel when G. 
L. Woods, master und owner of the 
sloop Marion, noticed tho danger of 
tin; launch, lie went out with a boat 
and with a kedge anchor thrown out 
somo distance, from tho reef dragged 
the launch to safety, it was still blow- 
ing heavily and the launch was with 
difficulty kept from again drifting to 
a reef. Vor three hours Mr. Woods 
and 11. Hawkins from the Oak Bay 
hotel worked to salve tho launch and 
succeeded in beaching it. 

The salvors yesterday morning no- 
tified the collector of customs, J. C. 
Neubury, of having rescued the launch 
and to the effect that they considered 
themselves entitled to salvage there- 
for. Meanwhile they havo pasted their 
libel on the vessel to notify the owner 
that they have made claim for sal- 
vage. 

Tho notice of the claim by tho sal- 
vors was tho first Intimation that tho 
customs had of tho existence of the 
steam launch. Consequently, the cus- 
toms officials aro awaiting for tin: 
owner to mnko his appearance and 
explain as to how she camo to be 
anchored unattended off Oak, bay 
without having- been reported to the 
customs house. 

• It Is stated that the vessel,' an Am- 
erican launch, is owned by Dr. Cap- 
ron, of Roche Harbor, who occasional- 
ly visits Victoria and Seattle, and 
when bound to the sound city -ho 
comes via Victoria making the voyage 
from Roche Harbor to Oak bay in his 
launch which is left ut Oak bay while 
ho journeys from hero to Seattlo and 
back.

If this submarine comes up to ex- 
pectations tho operatioiis should meet 
with a, largo measure of success, for, 
the wreck is well marked and Is 
guarded by the local authorities. 

Tho Lutino now lies right ill the 
centre, of a number of dangerous sand- 
banks, and the shifting sand forms one 
of the greatest difficulties with which 
the salvors nnvo to contend. On one 
day, for instance the sand is all re- 
moved from above the wreck, but by 
the next it Is frequently covered up 
again, and the work has to be begun 
all over again.

The Transit, 
llrst of tho vessels of tho newly form- 
ed company to enter business, starts 
under favorable auspices, a bumper 
cargo having been booked her first 
trip. She leaves Seattlo, Where she 
has been discharging part of her car- 
go of coal brought from Kaaratw, Ja- 
pan, for the Pacific Coast Steamship 
company and will proceed to Nanal- 
mo to load bunker coal. From that 
port slic will proceed to Vancouver to 
load 1,500 tons of powder, gasoline, 
coal and other freight, as well as a 
large shipment of lumber.. From Van- 
couver the Transit will ' proceed to 
Prlnco Rupert, fur which port she has 
cargo consigned to tho Grand , Trunk 
Pad do railroad, thence to Portland 
canal with powder and mining sup- 
plies for tho mining district of which 
Stewart, 11.

Toronto, Sept. 12. — The report of the 
Granby smelter for the year ending 
June 30 to be presented nt the annual 
meeting in New York on Oct. 1, will 
lie the best in the history of the cor- 
poration. 

With the question of the price of 
copper In doubt anil uncertainty ex- 
pressed In many quarters regarding 
the ability of certain companies to 
maintain dividends at present rates, 
the Granby commences Its new fiscal 
year with a 3 per cent payment, or at 
the rate of 12 per cent per annum. 

While producing last year (ended 
June 30.) about 20,000,000 pounds, 
which Is an amount less than had 
been expected, the Granby received a 
good average, price for its output, 
probably better than 22 cents a pound. 

It was in March of the current year 
that the directors inaugurated liie 
policy of paving "regular quarterly" 
dividends. To date, .including yes- 
terday's declaration, 22 per cent, lias 
been paid to stockholders In eight pay- 
ments, the first one amounting to 1 
per cen'., was made In December, 
1903; no more was paid until Janu- 
ary, l'.iOii, at which time 3 per cent 
was paid, and this amount has been 
declared ever since. Annual dividends 
of 12 per cent' on tlie Granby slock 
call for the distribution of $1,020,000.

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READJUSTMENT OF VALUES 

Shrinkage in Stock Market Prices Ag- 
gregate's Three Billion Dollars 

Henry Clews, in his weekly review 
of stock market, conditions, says: 

There Is, however, little change, in 
a broad sense, in financial conditions. 
Tlie stock market hps undergone a re- 
adjustment represented by something 
like" 53,000,000,000 and it is only na- 
tural that a corresponding readjust- 
ment, perhaps not so spectacular, shall 
follow in mercantile and industrial cir- 
cles. ■ The fundamental trouble, in both 
the financial and commercial markets 
is that capital has boon invested more 
or less permanently — lias lost its 
liquid form — and is not available cither 
for stock market purposes, tor the re- 
gular channels of trade distribution, or 
for the working capital of the indus- 
trial world. Under such circumstances 
i ho necessity for an enforced caution 
In undertaking new ventures is ' at 
hand and cannot well be ignored in 
stock market considerations. The re- 
cords of the mercantile agencies are 
Illuminating In this connection, show- 
ing for August, for Instance, an in- 
crease in commercial embarrassments 
compared with the corresponding 
month of hist year, and it Is significant 
that tho increases are almost exclus- 
ively in industrial circles, thus giving 
practical demonstration of the. wide- 
spread scarcity of capital for legitimate 
business enterprises. The liabilities 
for August failures, for instance, ag- 
gregate more than $15,000,000, us com- 
pared with about. 59,000,000 in August, 
I 1906. in departments other than In- 
dustrial there was a sharp decrease in 
■ liabilities, tlio.so of brokerage, insur- 
ance and real estate concerns, for In- 
stance, footing up less Hum those of 
August, 1900. while banks and trust 
companies falling during the month of 
August bad liabilities of about $2,600,- 
000, or $5,000,000 less than in August, 
1900. A rather good evidence of Hie 
contraction of the demand for luxuries 
is contained In tho monthly report of 
the Appraiser of the port of New York. 
The imports of precious stones, for In- 
stance, during the month of August 
amounted in value to $2,983,802, com- 
paring With $3. .'182, 290 in August, 1900. 
Since Jan. 1 the number of automo- 
biles Imported has been 804, compar- 
ing with 935 during the corresponding 
period of last year, and tho value of 
such autos, as officially declared at the 
custom house, was $2,810,5.89, as against 
$3,15.8,143. There are signs that a per- 
iod of contraction to a sound and sane 
basis of living is at least beginning:! 
the uncertainties of the political cam- 
paign, though necessarily an off-year, 
is a factor thai Is calling for recogni- 
tion In tho financial situations, wliilo

Tho Cowl- 
chun river is u very small river, and 
the salmon can only, get up at times, 
so that they have to remain In the 
bay. If tho seine is allowed tho llsh 
are all fished out before they have a 
chance to gel to the spawning grounds. 
Wo want the lish preserved, we don't 
want them fished', outi Wr 311st want 
enough for food and to smoke and 
salt them. When we have enough lot- 
food wc stop. 

Ashdovvn Green — I live here on the 
banks of the Cowlchan river. For the 
past forty years. 

Q — What Is your opinion about tho 
seining In Cowlchan bay'.' 

A— 1 think it should bo slopped. It 
Is not a, largo river like the Fraser, 
The fish can't get up al any lime. 
Many times when the llsh are going 
up and tho water Is low you'll see them 
with their bucks out of the water. 
They stay in the bay and don't start 
to go up the river until there is a 
freshet. As a consequence In that 
small bay they could net almost every 
llsh. 1 have no doubt but that seining 
should bo stopped there. 

Q — They would deplete Un- river? 

A— Not ,1 doubt of It, and for that 
very reason netting there should be 
Mopped. 

y — You don't think I ho Cowlchan 
will stand the strain of commercial 
fishing? 

A— No, no, not a bit of it. 

James Mahoney — 1 was born and 
raised right on Cowlchan buy, 1 uni 
a farmer but 1 have fished with seines. 
1 know all the different methods of 
fishing With seine.-:. I have never llsli- 
ed With gill nets. From my own per- 
sonal knowledge 1 know that seine 
fishing is very destructive to all kinds 
of llsh and salmon big and little. 1 
can vouch for that. I worked two 
years on the Eraser and one at the 
canneries. Wo used a purse net and 
other times a drag net to work on thp 
shore. 1 know they are very des- 
tructive, and they caught more llsh 
than we'd ever use in ally cannery. 

t? — You are speaking of Cowlchan 
bay'.' 

A — Yes, sir. It Is the only place I 
ever fished. 

Q— -There was a great waste of flsflV 

A — Wasted oceans of llsh,' especially 
dog salmon. Lt was a small purse 
net, nothing like what they use now. 
We caught lish that were too heavy 
for ten men to move' In get up even to 
pull out into the boat, and sometimes 
we'd Just dump them out, of tho nets 
and they would lay there dead on the 
bottom covering pnutty near a quarter 
of an acre. 

q— Were fish much more plentiful 
In those days'.' 

A — Yes. a great deal more plentiful, 
For the last eight or nine years 1 have 
tislied for salmon with a troll hook 
and line for spring salmon ami cohoes 
and I know of my own knowledge that, 
these salmon are becoming less all the 
time and this year has been the worst 
o£ nil. All of us living around the 
salt water while we don't depend on 
the lisli for food, still we like to see it 
preserved for food purposes titoS tor 
sport. There is a great many has 
invested money around Cowichun bay 
just for the sport. If net fishing is 
allowed again I have every reason to 
believe thai in five years the fish will 
be fished out.

Amongst the ex- 
hibits may bo mentioned tho line im- 
ported Clydesdales and hackneys of 
John A. Turner, of the Balgreggan itock 



farm, Calgary. Mr. Turner Is one of 
the largest Importers and breeders in 
the Dominion, ana his exhibit will 
surely be of groat Interest to stock- 
men generally, Mr. Turner will have 
some animals for sale and to anyone 
looking for good stock his exhibit 
should bo of especial interest. Tho 
Pomborton stock farm, Pt. Giuehon, 
have already entered 24 head of lino 
horses, and will likely enter several 
more head. Mr. Vasey, of Ladncrs, 
will be on hand wllh 12 head of tine 
Clydesdales, Including the two aged 
stallions, Premier Prince and Royal 
Citizen. The former, the champion 
In his class at tho Lewis and Clj elc 
exposition, and the latter champion at 
the Dominion exhibition In Westmin- 
ster In 1005. Tho mares in Mr. Vn- 
aey's string are all prlzo winners, and 
for size, ■quality and action will take 
some beating. Mr. Vasey will also 
have a herd of Shorthorn cattle headed 
by the grand champion bull "Broad- 
hook's Boy," and tho grand champion 
female "Queen Sunbeam," a get oi Sir 
William Van.Hornc's $5,000 bull, Prln'co 
Sunbeam; also 11 head of Oxford Down 
sheep, at tho head of which flock is 
Arkells, 1027, a prize winner at Tor- 
onto, Ottawa* and Syracuse. Mr. 
Vasey has tho distinction of having 
won both male and femulo champion- 
ships for Oxford Downs at the Lewis 



and Clarke exposition in 1D05. Breed- 
ers will do well to see this exhibit If 
a prize winning strain Is desired. 

Quick Bros., of Victoria, havo also 
entered a very line herd of Jerseys, 
amongst which Is tho celebrated bull 
Clarlnda's champion and other former 
prize winners. 

The management Intend this year If 
possible to Issue a catalogue of nil 
stock entries ' which will enable visit- 
ors to watch tho judging and the stock 
parade with greater Interest than ever 
before. The stock as they are led 
into the judging ring or parade will 
bear a number corresponding to a 
number in the catalogue which will 
give onlookers the animal's name, 
breeding and tho name and address 
of owner. Numbers corresponding to 
those in the catalogue will also be 
placed on the stalls, so that visitors 
can at onco ftnl all information with 
reference to each animal whenever 
possible. The judging of horses will 
take place Immediately In front of the 
new grand stand on a drive which has 
been constructed for this purpose and 
visitors can watch this very interest- 
ing feature of the fair In comfort. 

From present Indications the main 
building this year will bo an Improve- 
ment over last year In agricultural, 
floral, art. and manufacturing exhibits, 
though tho secretary states there will 



always bo found room for Individual 
and commercial fruit exhibits from 
surrounding districts. Ho wishes to 
urge on fruit growers especially the 
necessity of making a fine exhibit In 
this department.
